ter, where he Ic-arncd the mac hinist's 
trade and pattern making <il the late 
Joel Whitney. He lived in H im lienor 
about twenty vears much j . . ter ested in tin 
social life especially in a musical way. 
He watt one 01 the founders of the Witt- 
cheater Orchestra, bctttg the leadtn/. 
vi ilinlnt. He was a nr.nt admirer of 
W inchester scenery and his 'oat house 
at the loo: of U'criir Hond Way was a 
meeting place ot alluiti-rt.'ted in boau.ig 
on Wedge fond. Mr I'eabody carlv dis 
played a talent for invention and while 
mrMng for Mi. Whiiney produced many 
new design* for different machines many 
of them proving in he a real value. While 
here he invented the breech loading gun 
known an the Peahndy rirte. He tried to 
have the giin recognued by the United 
States Government without success. 
However, its merits were appreciated 
by others and it waa manuf armed 
in law; quantities liy the Provi- 
dence Tool Co. lor the Turkish Govern 
ment Its pattern was also copied ex 
lensively in Europe, wheTe it was not 
patented and has there come into popu- 
lar use under another name. Heabodv 
Martini rifle. Later Mr. Peahodv was 
in the (.overnmeitt employ at the Water 
town aatcnal 

For the pasl thirty years he had lived 
at leisure, making his home with a sister, 
Mrs. H M. Sawyer, al 15 Fincknay 
■treat, lloaion. He was a connoisseur of 
violins, and had accumulated a collection 
of a dozen rare ones, including a Stradi- 
variut, and the collection has long been 
the admiration of local musicians. Mr. 
l'eabody was unmarried. He belonged 
to a class of American mechanics fast 
passing awav, who "e'en m tde servile 
labor shine '* by faithful, intelligent ap- 
plication and pulling his whole soul into 
whatever he did Besides being a 
mechanic and inventor, he w as a gentle- 
man, in every tatsse of the word.

An editorial from tbe Hartford Con 
rant Is going tbe rounds of tbe papers 
it declares that Connecticut "does not 
want female suffrage." The sort of 
suffrage that Connecticut does want 
and prefers to that of women was In- 
terestingly Illustrated the other day. 
A woman of more than ordinary Intel- 
ligence who visited the statehotise In 
tbe Interest of tbe pending bill to allow 
taxpaylng women to vote at municipal 
elections had the pleasure of seeing 
the house vote to restore the rlgbt of 
snffmgv to a man who hud tieeu dis- 
franchised for stealing a pair of trou- 
sers. But as for giving the ballot to 
women who paid taxes and had never 
atolen anything, tbe legislators could 
not think of doing It 

In the Massachusetts legislature 
some years ago woman suffrage was 
opposed with tbe argument that no 
persons ought to be Intrusted with the 
ballot except those whose votes would 
be of benefit to the state, and the wo- 
men were ruled out. Boon after a bill 
come up which proposed that men coa- 
vlcted of Infamous crimes should be 
disfranchised for a term of year*. 
The same members who had opposed 
tbe women on tbe ground that no one. 
ought to bare the suffrage except 
those whose votes would bonellt the 
state Immediately turned around and 
took up the cudgels most earnestly In 
behalf of the men convicted of infa- 
mous crimes, protesting with eloquence 
ngnlnst subjecting them to such a 
wound upon their self respect as would 
be Inflicted by tbelr disfranchisement 
even for a few years, and the bill was 
voted down. 

Hon. William Dudley Fonlke tells 
now In Indiana the Insane poor are 
"voted" and bow one man when asked 
bis name by the election officers an- 
swered that It was Jesus Christ. He 
was allowed to cast his ballot. Mr 
I'oulke expressed himself at a lofts to 
nnderstand the state of mind that pre- 
fers the vote of male Idiots to those 
or women Some of ui Bnd It hard to 
see the logic by which the votes of 
tunic thieves are pref erred to those of 
women —Woman's Journal. 

Amerleniia' nirthrlghl Denied. 

Sirs. Sara Yorke Stevenson, promi- 
nent In club and literary work, recent- 
ly gave her opinion an woman sutTrnge 
as follows: "No fair minded Amerlcnn, 
however conservative, can deny the 
Injurtlce of 'taxation without repre- 
sentation' wlfhutit denying his own 
birthright. Klther women arc citizens 
or they are not. Any argument on the 
subject sinks to tbe level of mere 
casuistry bused upon expediency. l*ig- 
Icallv. ilicre Is no evading the question 
of right. If rt Is luex|iedient to give 
women a vote, they should lie relieved 
of all burdens and duties of state. Hut 
can It lie Inexpedient to admit Into a 
nation's councils the one-half of Its 
DMpHI whose Interests most closely 
depend upon the maliiliiltianee of low 
and orderJ And shall we say that 
women are unat to vote when we re 
mrtltllt that among tbe most brilliant 
as well us the uioat prosperous and 
progressive reigns of history are found 
those of queens?"

A novel Idea hi Ugbtlng trains hy 
electricity Is the •tJuIlott" system, 
which has been expeiimenled wllh suc- 
cessfully on a small scale on an Impor- 
tant neid and la now tu be apjilied to 
an express train, says the Railw ay and 
Enginicting Ueview. As lu the case 
of the "axJe light." the motion or the 
train is used to generate the ci« . tr1. ii > 
Instead, however, of taking this power 
from the car axle It Is fnrtitslnsl by a 
rotary fan nttacbid to the front end of 
the locomotive. 

The fan Is located close to the Issuer 
h«id and presents a moving and cut 
ting surface to the air pressure, mus- 
ing the air to travel to the outer end 
of the fan's blades until discharged. 
No air pressure Is mussed on the flat 
surface of the boiler brad, but tbe 
curvisl surfaces of tbe fan btadts util- 
ise tbe traveling air and thereby gen- 
erate [siwer. Tbe fan cutting through 
the air revolves swiftly and does not 
add to tbe resistance of tbe air nor re- 
tard the speed of tbe train- No gate of 
wind la required to cause the fan to 
operate. The ordinary pressure of the 
train moves It sufficiently to generate 
tbe electrical energy risjulrtsl to light 
any train und leaves a surplus for veu 
tlhitlng fans and other portss""*- The 
apparatus so located dots not obstruct 
the view of the engineer nor offer any 
objectionable eo m pi teat loi is. 

The dynamo Is hs ated either on or 
nndiT the pih>t and Is dlrts^ -connected 
to the fan by a special device. A stor- 
age battery Is loi -a ted on Ihe tender or 
underneath each car, and so squh^ped 
automat bully with cut outs as to prop- 
erly govern the flow of current from 
dyuamo to liattery. It Is evident that 
tbe cost of IllumltiufliiTi will be only 
tbe expense of Installing und maintain- 
ing this ujtparntus-

FOURTH OF JULY, 1903. 
A Glorious Day and a Glorious Event. 



If there have been anjr doubling 
Thoniaia regarding the advisability ol 
expending the town s money for celebrat- 
iog the Fourth, they arc no* lew of 
them and far between. Nothing succeeds 
like success. And ao we are all shaking 
hands with ourselves and congratulating 
each other on the somewhat remarkable 
success of our local celebration last 
Saturday. When our people once get 
Marled on some new undertaking and 
once put their hands to the plow, 
they never turn back. The proposal of 
an old fashioned Fourth of July celebra 
lion this year wa* an instance of this 
sort. For the most part the general 
scheme and the details were worked out 
by those who have not hitherto been 
prominent in local matters. And right 
royally did these younger men lullril all 
the hopes and expectations that were 
reposed in them. 

1 n the first place we wrre highly favored 
by the weather, ll it had been made to 
order lor us it mid not have been more 
suitable for the time and occasion. The 
day was ushered in as usual by he 
ringing of the bells and the firing of 
pistols and fire crackers and the tooling 
of horns and various other noises which go 
to make the "great and glorious Fourth. " 
I'erhaps the most impressive ami ihe 
most dignified feature of the whole cele- 
bration was the meeting at the To** 
Hill held at ten o'clock. Promptly at the 
hour the hall was comfortably rilicd with 
an audience ot our best men and women 
with a goodly number ol young people. 
All came to bslen, for from first to last all 
were as attentive as if they were at 
chutch. The Woburn, Itaml began the 
exercises with choice selections troni the 
best patriotic and popular music. The 
several selections were entliusiaaliiallv 
received and in each case deserved and 
received an encore, f'romplly at the 
appointed hour, Mr. George L"oil, Ihe 
presiding officer ot the occasion, followed 
l>y J. Harpei lllaisdell, who was lo rtail 
the Declaration of Independence, and 
Hon Samuel W, McCall, the orator ol 
the day, came omn the platform and 
were received with long and continued 
applause. After a few well chosen pre 
limmarv remarks, t hairman t on iuiro 
duced J. Harper lilaisdell who proceeded 
to read in a loud and distinct voice, which 
penetrated every corner of the hall, the 
glorious text o( the time-honored Declara- 
tion of Independence. It was listened to 
by the audience as if they enjoyed every 
word of it. After this reading, Miss 
Florence Dyer of Grove street, the well 
kv>wn and popular soprano, sang the 
Stai Spangled banner' wnh exquisite 
skill and vigor. Miss Dyer s singing was 
received with the heartiest applause and 
an encore was called lor and given. Mr. 
coil was very happy in the lew words 
with which he introduced lion. Samuel 
W. McCall. the orator of the day. It the 
Town Hall ever resounded with applause 
it was on this occasion whe«i tins dis- 
tinguished citizen and Congressman for 
this district came forward lo give his 
oration, or rather "a talk to his fellow 
citiiens," as he called il. Mr. McCall 
began his oration by referring lo Ihe 
circumstances which brought about the 
signing of the declaration, saying lhat 
the American commonwealth was 
founded on a broad moral principle. 
This principle, that governments derived 
their just powers from the consent of 
the governed, was established after s.jen 
long years of struggle, and confirmed 
pearly 100 years later in Ihe great war of 
the rebellion. After paying an eloquent 
tribute to the men who fought and bled 
in these wars, Mr McCall said ; 

" What do we of today propose 10 do 
with the idea for which our nation 
came at last to stand? If 11 has worked 
badly, il neither we nor other nation* 
have benefited by it, then perhaps it 
might be said that we should reject 
it, but if It has worked well for us and 
for mankind, then we should ado stu- 
pidity 10 dishonor if we 
foundations cemented in 
at was ever shed in war " 

Mr McCall then argued thai the 
American revolution had more profound 
ly benefited mankind than any other 
political history. It had 
ght in the era of the people It had 
hackled Hit- most potent force upon 
this planet, the human intellect, and by 
extending equal opportunity to all it had 
set millions ot minus in practical motion. 
The world hail gained infinitely more 
than was possible under the old system 
where the energies of the few were chiefly 
absorbed in governing and plundering 
the many. 

" We ourselves,'' he said, ■ have been 
engaged in figi ling against our 0V0 
•nne in another part of the world 
what has been ihe result ? The 
iriment has already cost some hun- 
dreds ol thousands of lite* and tbc 
greater part of gi.ooovooo^>oo. And as to 
the miserable compensation, io trade 
shown to u» from ihe mountain lops of 
sophomore eloquence, where is thai ? If 
then the American idea has worked ao 
magnificently we should be teaidy 10 de- 
test) it 10 the end rather than lo take 
up arms against it If Ihe doctrine we 
have emblazoned is good 11 would be 
thoroughly contemptible for us to limit 
it and say thai 11 did not in here in hu- 
man nature, but was a geographical 
doctrine, applying only 10 a portion of 
North America 

Mr. McCall said the day invited a rel 
erence to individual independence, and 
he would say a word as 10 that " No 
one,'' he said, "is more conscious than 
1 am of the value and necessity ol par 
ties in a government like ours In order 
10 work out great national policies, in 
ordet. sometimes, even 10 save itu „•*« 
itself, il is necessary tor men to unite 
into parlies. Hut the L'nion musi be 
upon important principles, and 11 i> in 
tolerable that 11 should be upon ibc 
mypad detail ol government. In order 
10 oris* great masses ol men lu^ctliei 
at all, you mu>l, as liurke Mad, unvc 
with a Iihis^ rriij 

Mr. MtCai! expressed this dissent to 
the docirine ol machine partisanship 
by these f.jiLp'le wutds. ■■ We havs 'e- 
centlv ha I the doctrine preached lo us 



that party policies are settled, not by the 
decrees of party conventions, but by the 
edicts of so-called leaders, who may dec ide 
for a given measure today and against 
il tomorrow, and, whether for or against 
it. il is in each case the duty of the cood 
parly man to get in line. We are told 
that at Ihe beginning of the legislative 
session in our own state 1 the leaden' 
should get together and map out a pro 
gramme which good partisans should 
carrv out. The best that can be said for 
this theory is that, while it lakes the 
right of representation away from a 
constituency, il (till reserves to it the 
right to punish a representative lor 
what he has done. If a representative 
must look to so-called leaders, instead 
of to the pledges he made to his con- 
stituency, w lat becomes of the right of 
representation ? There are stales mure 
this beautiful theory of leaders is fully 
applied. There at the beginning the 
leaders' get together A nail large 
enough to hold one man is entirely ade- 
quate. Men seekirg to work -the legis 
lative machine ;..."»-al, nol to the con 
sliluencies beforehand, not to Ihe leg- 
islators, but to the man who turns the 
crank. The result is you have a system 
that is ideal for those who wish to use 
the governmental machine to advance 
their own interests, and who make ol 
it an agency for public plunder; you 
have the political boodlcr's paradise. I 
call lhat not government by party, but 
government by boss." 

This was Mt. McCall'* trenchant 
answer to those who have sneered down 
legislature: "The Massachusetts l.egis 
laiure has its delects. It has a good 
many inespeilenced men. and pertiaps 
some, all hough I trust very few, corrupt 
men, bui I am willing to assert that our 
legislative product shines in comparison 
with itie legislation ol the boss-ridden 
stales, and T challenge a denial of that 
statement Oil this theory of leaders 
11 becomes a mere formality to buy up 
a tonsuluency in order to represenl H 
nominally, foi the real lOnstiluency is 
ihe boss Heaven avert ihe day xrhef! 
weshall have lhat theory put in practice 
in Massachusetts. " 

Returning to the main line of his ar- 
gument, Mr. McCall said lhat il there 
were any communities in the world slill 
in the exploiting stage 01 their develop 
men! and that needed 10 tie governed by 
others, thai work was lor others bul not 
tor us. The shabby glories of the war 
lord were tawdry and contemptible in 
compaiison with the grandeur of America. 
\s wr- desired 10 compielr the pdlfttcal 
regeneration of mankind, let us hold last 
to Ihe ancient laith, and continue tostand 
for individual and national (reedom. 

Mr. McCall spoke for thirty minutes. 
Kvery word was listened to with profound 
attention and frequently and enthusiasts 
cally applauded. [1 was a most masterly 
effort, and will add sulislanHally 10 the 
speakei's reputation as an eloquent orator 
and as an independent congressman.

The last eveni of the programme wa* 
the hundred yard dash for boys under 
twelve, which was run off in two heat*. 
Kdgar f'elerson first, Joseph DKW 
second . 

The grand celebra lion of the day closed 
with a splendid display ol fireworks. At 
dusk the crowds began to assemble on 
Manchester Field. Atdatk, there must 
have been several thousand present. The 
near-by town* must have furnished 
hundredsof the spectators. Fortwo hours 
everybody was held spellbound with the 
magnihrent display. The weather was 
cool and delightlul and thus enabled 
several hundreds of children to remain 
through Ihe evening. Some ot the mosl 
elaborate set pieces were received with 
vociferous applause. The Woburn Band 
furnished the music and as some of the 
popular and catchy tunes of the day were 
played, the audience broke out into 
frequent applause. 

I'romptlv at ten o'clock the display was 
brought to a close. Thus ended Winches 
ter + s first formal celebration of the Fourth 
for these many years. Nodoubl it was a 
big Sucre**. Those who gave much time 
and effort that it might he a success 
deserve the gratitude of (heir fellow 
citiaens for one of the most enjoyable 
days lhat was ever passed in ou~ 
lown.

Municipal Lighting Plant. 

Selectman Nowell of Stoneham 
it seems has not abandoned the 
scheme of a municipal lighting 
plant which is to include surround- 
ing cities and towns. Last week 
representatives from Melrose, Med- 
ford *nd Stoneham met in the of- 
fice of the Selectmen of the latter 
place and discussed plans looking 
toward the possibility of establish- 
ing j.'ch a plant. The Selectmen 
of Winchester were invited to this 
conference, but sent word that they 
could take no action in the matter 
as the town had made a contract 
with the VVoburn Light, Heat & 
Power Co. to supply light for some 
years to come. 

At the meeting of last week the 
oentlemen put life into the project 
by appointing subcommittee to 
inquire into the cost and location 
of a plant, including wires, poles 
and other property of existing ccm- 
p..ll ies. 

While Winchester will not take 
part in the scheme, yet the citizens 
will await with much interest the 
final outcome. Some years ago 
our town adopted the prov isions of 
the municipal lighting act, and ap 
pointed a committee to look into 
and consider the matter and report 
to the town. This the committee 
did, but dissension among the mem- 
bers led to the untimely death of 
the project. Had the committee 
been harmonious, he indications 
were at that time favorable to es- 
tablishing a plant in this town. 
While there has been more or less 
talk since of the town doing its 
own lighting, it h is grown more 
feeble from year to year, so that at 
the present time there appears to 
he no interest whatever.

Regulating The Conl Traffic 

The new law in relation lo licensing 
coal dealers combines in a curious way 
t <ie and municipal functions, The ft 
crioes :ire issued by the secretary ol 
aiMe, jut the license lee must be fixed 
by the (.ity councils of the srveral cities 
by the city ordinances, and in towns by 
town liy laws. As the town meetings 
are over for this year, the lown coal 
dealers are not likely to have 10 take out 
licenses, dS special meetings are nol 
likely to be called to pass the necessary 
liy-l.nvs. 

The law absolutely prohibits the sale 
of cti.il by an unlicensed dealer and 
makes htm Itnble to fine and imprison 
mem :| lit; sells coal without a license 
Hut ihr license cannot be granted by the 
secretary of Oie commonwealth lo anv 

1 1 in Cambridge, lor ex 

ample, until our city government has h\e<1 
the license fee by an ordinance. Suppose 
( as it is vacatinn season), that the city 
council should not pass the ordinance 
until it ri' assembles in September, every 
sale of coal made in Cambridge aflei the 
first ol An -usi will subject the seller to 
punishment. 

Look at another funny provision : Cam 
bridge may fix the license at live dollars. 
Soinerville may fix it at a dollar; Huston 
at twenty-five cems. A dealer who sells 
in floston c;'i gel a license in boston f'ir 
a quarter which may enable him lo do 
business in Cambridge, a five dollar place '. 
For it is claimed by many thai one license 
is all that is required to do business in all 
the cities and towns. 

Besides, the license fee must be the 
same for those who sell coal by Ihe 
bc-hcl and those who sell thousands of 
tons. Itwi" fataf heavily on the smill 
dealer, unlcs, it is a sm ill fee for all, but 
will he of no account to large drnl-rs. 

Ihe duties of the serrcury of the 
commonwealth are purely clerical. He 
cannot refu .e a lice'ise, ncd would have 
no means uf knowing whether an appli 
cant was deserving or not, whereas the 
local authorities could discriminate if 
the licensing power was in them. It is 
also wnrth noting that the secretary 
gathers into tiie slate treasury all the li 
cer ,e fees and keeps them. They are 
taken from the Cambridge dealers, for cx 
ample, but Cambridge gets nothing out ol 
Ihe been ins 

And speaking of rurious featuresof Ihr 
bill, how docs this strike you? Each city 
prescribes Ibe " terms and conditions " ol 
the licenses, but if one license authoriies 
the business in all cities and towns, how 
can the different terms and conditions 
impised bv the diflrrent munidpaliies be 
nioreed, 1 Jr. if a firm must £et a license 
in each place, where it does husiness.can 
one city impose one set of con-b lions 
while in another city entirely diifrrent 
conditions prevail for the same dealer:

co ate, three weeks hence, for pulling the 
lav. into operation,— [ Cambridge Cnron 
icle.

source of power. 

At last a practical solution of the 
problem seems to have been reached. 
There baa been set up on Bdwln Caws- 
ton's nstrtrli farm at I'usadena. t'al.. 
a contrivance which performs Its work 
regularly and with certainty From 
one hour awl a half after sunrise to 
half an hour before sunset It drives a 
ten horse power engine, raising 1.400 
Cations of water twelve feet per min- 
ute. Thla la enough to Irrigate about 
BOO acre* nf deciduous trees or 300 
acres planted with orange tree* 

The solar motor Is In shape like a 
Bed Ion of a huge umbrella of very 
substantial construction, having a dl- 
, meter of thirty three feet at Us wid- 
est part and of fifteen feet at It! 
narrowest The whole Inside surface 1s 
covered with mirrors, eaeh 2 feet long 
by 3H Inches wide. Nearly 2,000 of 
these long, narrow mirrors catch tbe 
sun's rays anil reflect their heat up«n 
a slim Isiller Just where the handle of 
tbe umbrella would lie. 

The holler Is thirteen nnd a half feet 
long and holds Inn gallons of water. 
When the concentrated heat from the 
mirrors is fiwused on It It soon lie- 
cnmcH so lint that a stick held against 
It smokes and bursts Intn flame. In 
about an hour steam Is generated nnd 
Is conveyed from the head of the Isill- 
er through a flexible metal pipe to tbe 
cylinder nf (be steam engine, being 
thereafter used In the ordinary man- 
ner.

From Berlin come details of a new 
photographlr printing: process tbe dis- 
tinguishing feature of which l« that 
II dispense* with the use of light Thla 
proeeea, which tbe Inventors hava 
named katatypy. 1* tbe suhjis-t of sev 
eral articles In recent scientific Jour- 
nals In Oermany. 

ITofesaor WtlhPltn Oswald of I*lp 
ale and Dr. tiroes of the same place ap- 
pear as the discoverers of the process. 
They found that when paper prepared 
with bichromate of [ajtssslnm and py. 
rogalllc acid was placed In contact 
with an ordinary plattniim print tbe 
platinum for some reason unexplained 
hastened reaction between the bichro- 
mate and the acid which otherwise act 
i very alowly upon each other. Tbe re- 
antt was an exact print of tbe platinum 
picture upon the prepared paper, the 
color of the reproduction l>e!ng a red 
brown. Iiescriptlon* of the experiment 
received In this country say that this 
aetlon of the platinum plate upon the 
prepared paper left the original plati- 
num picture unchanged. If that Is the 
ess*, aaya tbe Philadelphia liedgcr and 
Times, the pmceaa can be repented 
with the same plate nnd other paper 
prepared with bichromate of potassium 
and so on. 

Another process was with hydrosu- 
peroxlde. A negative print upon plati- 
num paper or a bromide nf silver nega- 
tive la t rented with an aqueous solu 
tloti of liydrosuperoxlde, and then I be 
negntlve so treated Is placed In contact 
With geln United paper The hydrosu. 
peroxide part Ufa passes to the gelatin. 
It Is at first Invisible, but n trvntmeut 
wltn sulphate nf Iron make) the pic 
ton black and other cheinlenls give 
ph turns of \ nrlous colors, some of 
which nre remarkably dunit.le.

Aquatic celebration.— The chris- 
tening of Wedge Pond with its new 
name, alluded to in my last, came 
off agreeably to announcement, on 
Monday evening last. The boats 
to accommodate from one hundred 
and fifty to two hundred 
forthcoming, but there we 
the waters of the pond some twelve 
boats of different kinds, holding 
about fifty people. In a pleasant

It matters little, 
re upon however, what its name may be, as 
its beauty is well known to those 
who have ever Wen upon it, and 
they and all strangers will enjoy it 
as much, whether called Wedge 
Pond or Echo Lake.

The platernakcrs 
have tieen blamed for a good many 
failurea caused from fogging plates by 
using too strong a Hgbl while applying 
the backing. Espeelally Is this true 
with ortbochromatlne plates, which 
an- extremely sensitive to tbe dark 
NtM light It Is not an uncommon 
thing for the amateur to hold a color 
sensitive plate directly aenlnst a strong 
developing light to see ir tbe backing 
Is on right. Of course such carelessness 
la fatal, for thy plate will be fogged 
every time unless tt ts a very slow one. 

In backing plate*, espeelally ortuo- 
ebroniatlne plates, a very subdued 
light must be used; tbe plates must be 
kept at a safe distance from tbe light 
and also shaded from the direct rays 
The greatest care must likewise t»e 
taken that the plate la not touched 
with the greasy fingers. I'nless these 
precautions are taken backing plates 
Is of no value whatever. 

Many streaks or spots in negative* 
come from uneven development caused 
by not flowing tbe developer evenly 
over tbe plate, thus causing portions 
of the image to come up before other 
portions are touched by the developer. 
This fault comes from using too little 
developer or from not applying It to 
the plate properly. The best method 
Is to pat the plate In the empty tray 
and then poor tbe developer over it 
from a graduate. A more even flow Is 
secured If the solution Is poured from 
tbe side of tbe graduate opposite the 
««ut. After applying the developer 
the tray should be well rocked for a 
few moments.

Prohably the cost of suppressing brown, 
tails will be no greater the coming year, 
but there is every reason for believing 
1h.1t the work on gypsy moths and elm 
Iwetles will be doubled. With a soaring 
tax rate ( es'imated this year as r.early 
S 1 7 ) the town will be obliged to consider 
carefully whether it will be justified in 
spending large sums annually on poor 
trees. Surely we cannot afford to neglect 
our trees altogether. Then we must 
decide which trees we will keep and care 
for. 

If it costs jSoo 10 suppress insects next 
year and the (own only grants the tree 
department the same sum as It has had 
lot the past two year,, viz., «i.oco, then 
hut S.-rxi will remain for trimming, guard- 
ing, planting, etc. That sum will clearly 
be insufficient.

Apparently nothing has 
been done. 

I now wish to call the attention of 
those citizens in town who take pride in 
Winchesters beauty spots, to the fact 
that the Hillcrest observatory will before 
long become simply a pile of broken 
beams and hoards unless it is repaired. 
As the structure now stands it is closed 
to the public. That is. the door is nailed 
up. A window, however, in the rear 
allows access to the building. The four 
w ire guy ropes w hich stayed the structure 
are removed, treads on the stairs torn up 
and seats and hand-rails broken. 

As a vantage point of view the observa- 
tory can not be compared with the 
Lawrence observatory, although in my 
opinion it excels that of Dear 111 

The fact is. however, that here is this 
obstrvatory, formerly enjoyed by inarv 
people, allowed lo go to decay and ruin 
and closed to the public simply for ihe 
lack of a little attention.

In a second test on quarter Inch steel 
In the open air the plate was placed 
on a collar of steel. The steel was cut 
clean over the collar.

Instead of oslng animal power In 
driving the various machines a -hicu 
are used on a farm a western Inventor, 
Mr Amos Wallace, has conceived the 
Idea of mailing the wind do his farm 
work for bltn. Stationary windmills 
are common enough, but a portable 
windmill I* surely a novelty that mer- 
its more (ban passing notice, and a 
portable windmill It la that Mr. Wal- 
lace uses, says the Scientific American. 

The contrivance Is mounted on a low 
four wheeled wagon which can be 
readily hauled to and from the field. 
On tbls wagon a stout framework Is 
erected at each end. The upright 
frameworks are provided with bearings 
to receive the shafts of wind wheels. 
It will be observed that the frame- 
works are stiffened and securely sup- 
ported by a system of braces. 

Each wind wheel shaft carries a 
sprocket, connected by s chain with a 
•mall sprocket, Journaled In a stand- 
ard, which Is carried jn the center of 
the wagon. The renlrfl sprocket shaft 
Is fitted wlib a pulley which receives 
a driving belt. Obviously the belt esn 
be slipped over the pulley of any farm 
machine which Is Intended to be driven.

between a railroad ststlon and a 
train speeding at the rate of a mile a 
minute. 

The Grand Trunk railway has now 
announced the result of recent experi- 
ments with the wireless system, St. 
Dominique, Canada, between Toronto 
and Montreal, was the station selected 
for the tests, and the results obtained 
lead the men who conducted the ex- 
periments to say that a new method 
has been found for providing for the 
safety of the traveling public. The 
possibility of communication between 
a station and a fast moving train was 
thoroughly demonstrated. No attempt 
was made to cover distances comparH- 
ble with those attained by Marconi and 
others, but with a comparatively sim- 
ple apparatus the train was kept In 
touch with the station until it had sped 
ten miles beyond. 

At St. Dominique, the transmitting 
station, two large metal plate vibra- 
tors. 10 by 12 feet, were connected with 
an Induction coil of the usual pattern. 
On the train the waves were received 
by collecting wires connected to a co- 
herer of nickel and sliver powder. The 
relay operated electric bells in three 
cars. The collecting wires were run 
through the guides for the train sig- 
nal cord and extended on both sides of 
the coherer for about one car length. 
The apparatus was hot designed to ob- 
tain the maximum effect, but only to 
demonstrate the practicability of glv 
Ing orders from stations while the 
trains are flying past. 

The test showed that It la at least 
possible to communicate with a mov- 
ing train at a distance of ten miles.

A steamship has recently been trail! 
by an English firm drawing only elev- 
en Inches of wster. yet having a pro- 
peller two feet six Inches In diameter, 
which revolve* entirely under water 
when the vessel Is In motion.

In 
this way a large screw Is supplied with 
the necessary water to work In, and a 
light draft Is made possible at the same

ICELESS REFRIGERATOR. 



■Wioa linn llrrnd * niriJnc Or 
H"ll"l Lt i'i:r 

An Iceless refrtK-'rator hns been In- 
Tented by an Oregon man In which the 
principle of ihe cvnp<irritli>n of water 
to redure temperature Is until. Accord- 
ing to the Inventor, the iceless refriger- 
ator presents much the name appear- 
ance as do ordinary refrigerator*. The 
onter eimlna ami d.sir HMj be made of 
plain or expensive auu t l *. ns laste may 
dictate. The upper half ami the top 
are closed tightly. The lower portion 
la formed of inclined slats. through 
which air may bt freely mlmtttnl. The 
door Is also made tight ut the top ami 
provided with slate at the bqttflO*. The 
Interior frame Is made entirely of gill 
vanlied Iron to prevent shrinking and 
ct pa inline or beCOtDrna moldy with con- 
stant dampness, ami It is also a good 
conductor of hot! ami therefore assists 
In reducing the tetu|ieranire lower thai) 
It could otherwise be maintained. Bur- 
lap or other llbrous material is fastened 
U|«in this Inside frame so ns to form an 
Interior wall, which stands at a suffi- 
cient distance from the outer wall of 
tbe structure to form an annular space 
between the two. 

In the top of the Inner structure Is an 
opening i-mcred wilh screen material. 
Through this anil the slats around the 
liottoni of the outer rasing a constant 
draft of air passes. Urns causing an 
evaporation of moisture, with which 
the nhmiiH material Is saturated, so 
that the Interior of the apparatus la 
maintained al n low temperature, 
around Ihe top of this frame Is a strip 
of galvanized Iron, with an inclined Hp 
lient over The edge of the burlap Is 
fastened upon the face of tbe frame 
one-eighth of an Inch ibtyVa the edge of 
the lit' so that the water which la dis- 
charged upon this Inclined surface will 
not flow over tlie burlap, but will lie di- 
rected against It. ao aa to be absorbed, 
thus saturating the burlap. 

The fastening for tbls burlap or other 
fibrous material consists of a double 
pointed tack of bolder, tbe head of 
which Is soldered or otherwise secured 
to tbe hi* of the galvu nixed Iron. Tbe 
fibrous material being preaaed over tbe 
points, they are folded down to hold It I 
tu plai*. Tbia renders It ciislly remov- 
able for change or cleaning 

Above Ihe top of tbe frame la a tank 
for holding water iTnJectlng from the 
sides and ends of this tank and at a 
suitable distance apart are 
pipe* having In the outer en 
ly disposed needle valve 
tbe flow of water from openings In Iho 
lower parts of the pipe*. These open- 
ings ami i-ontrolllng salvea are situated 
Id line above the slanting lips, to that 
water delivered from tbe openings falls 
upon the Hp snd flows down Into the 
(IItous material, keeping II constantly

We should nil In- itlad to conrur in 
the opinion or John Mitchell that th« 
agreement of the lultien* uud opernlora 
upon the establishment or the concilia- 
tion board guggt'Hted by the Orny com- 
mutaloti marks the end of strikes in tin- 
anthracite region. It Is ulncerely to b* 
hoped that Mr. Mltcbell'a prediction 
will prove true, and there la some 
ground fer siieh a hope in the adopUun 
by the conclllntnra of the complete ma 
rhlnery ror the peaceful adjustuiciit of 
every' dispute likely to arla<* lu the on- 
thmelte region. 

Acoonling to thla agreement, griev 
nnces are first to tie submitted to the 
mine foreman and may Iw appealed ts 
the superintendent or manager, then to 
the conciliation board, and after that, 
under the terms of the counnlssleti'a 
re|"M.irl, tu an umpire tu be appoluteil by 
a Judge or the I'nltisi Stutes circuit 
court Petnliug the ultimate decision 
there la to be no Interruption of work. 
Trail agreement places the miners' uu 
Ion under obligation* to prevent strikes, 
at least until every means of concilia 
tlon or arbitration authorized baa bc**» 
exbaniled. The effort in rotHIl this 
obligation In Hull will redocu the |xia 
siblilty of strikes to a minimum. It 
will be better for the men and for thf 
optTuiora by avoiding the loss sustain 
ed by stuppage of work. It w-ll] ellml 
uate the chonn-s of friction and tend to 
the prvservatlon of ihe public |ieact*.

a paper in New York on submarine 
war vessels before the Society of Naval 
Architects ami Marine Engineers, gan 
to a representative of the Sew York 
Tribune an interesting description 01 
his experience while under water dur 
lng a three hours' trial of the Adder in 
Peoonle bay.

seen. As for the nlr, It was as pure as 
any could be In a room of the same 
area, and much purer than that of 
many a rardroom in which men sit.

twelve hours with closed doors and 
with tbe air vitiated by tobacco smoke,

A heat generator and lamp combined 
Is the Invention of a Massachusetts 
man to take the place In some degree 
of grates or fireplaces. 

The Invention Is practically a nulla 
tor that gathers up the rising heat rays 
from the flame nf a lamp and dlslrlb 
utes them about the room Instead of al- 
lowing them In rise vertically to tbe 
celling. The circulation nf this heatJil 
air also produces n current which 
draws the air In the room nnd brings 
It Into contact with the hot surface of 
the generator, thus further Increasing 
tfcto rntllathiii of warm nlr. 

Tbe generator is built up from a se- 
ries nf thin metal plates, with an open 
lng nt the bottom for the Insertion of a 
lamp chimney. It Is supported nn the 
lamp by n vertical post nnd projecting 
arm, the latter being hinged lo permit 
the heater to tie elevated for the pur 
pone of removing the lamp. 

As the sleeve which carries the sup- 
porting arm Is adjustable nn Ibe post a 
lamp of any slae can lie used, and, as 
there Is no connection lietween the 
chimney and the generator, the lamp 
ran be Instantly removed If the owner 
wishes.

The writer it a poor Inventor who 
has worked for yeara on a wheel, and 
only recent discoveries in tbe aeientlflc 
Invention of today have enabled him to 
get power out of It to run a special 
kind of motor, it Is no humbug, you 
can rest assured, but I cannot give 
away tbe secret of the detail parts 
unless tome other Inventor gobbles It 
up nnd claims It, with some little Im- 
provement as his own Ides, It it a 
magnetic wheel that will run of Itself 
and alto by wind at tbe same time. 

This wheel would run for years or 
nnttl it clogged up with oil. It would 
have poaer enough to run two fan 
wheels to propel a twenty foot airship 
at the rate of about 100 miles an hour, 
perhaps more, but not against tbe 
wind. Tbe air ship would lie the shape 
of a sunflsh almost and feather to the 
wind and point upward- It would be 
built In six sections or aluminium, 
gltifts and mica. 

The wheel baa a hollow rim Hnd 
spokes, has drop magnets Inside and a 
wrought Iron ball; also n small (|uantl- 
ty of radium The dropping nml rais- 
ing of the magnets cause the wheel 
to revolve (we do not propose to give 
the secret detail*!. The spokes nf the 
■wheel are feathered with a wind fan 
that will cause the wheel to revolve 
also t but, we do not depend on that, 
nut on the magnets and the hall find 
the radium. Once set, the wheel has 
got to revolve^ and In turn gives off 
electro magnetic power to Iwo small 
motors that run the fan wheejs. 

This wheel was first Invented In 1*7*1, 
but tiad no power until two inventions 
recently discovered enme out. Now 
the power 1b at hand. Radium la one 
that makes it work and keeps It work- 
ing over nnd over again, tince on the 
move, the wheel cannot stop of Itself.

Mr. tdwtn (iinn ol Hoslon isoneof the 
most successful .mil influential publishers 
in the country. He is a man of (real en- 
ergy, public spirit, generosity, and wealth. 
The active and large interest which he ii 
now manifesting in the peace cause is 
therefore something which gives the 
friends of the cause peculiar satisfaction 
and encouragement. Mr. Ginn has long 
felt that the chief curse and shame of 
Christendom are war and the military 
spirit, ard that the most commanding of 
causes for thoughtful men is that of the 
promotion ol the peace and better order 
of the world. 

To the convention of the Universal 
I'eace L'nion last summer he sent a letter, 
in which he said, "I intend to devote 
much time and a large part of mv fortune 
to Iht educational side of peace work." 
The reading of this letter was naiurallv 
the event of the convention, jnd the 
announcement at once awakened wide 
interest among the workers for peace 
throughout the country and in Lngland. 



more active and vigorous propaganda in 
the interests of world-wide peace, and 
renewing hit pledge of co-operation in 
this work In this address he laid 
special emphasis upon the need of 
reaching and interesting the young in 
this great cause. 

The time is ripe for a movement all 
along the line in behalf of a more rational 
and worthy method of dealing wilh inter 
national problems and a more fraternal 
and efficient relationship between the 
various peoples.

Hot much ol ihe best of 
the literature is really not available to all 
to the general public, 1 am glad to say 
thai one of our lioslon publishers — and I 
want to name him, Mr. Edwin Ginn, be- 
cause such a man is to be praised— is at 
this moment undertaking the publication 
of a great deal ol this peace literature in 
cheap form. He has brought oui this 
very week, in a handsome volume, sold 
for 50 cents,— heretolore it has 1 nst $1,— 
Illoch's invaluable work on 1 The Future 
of War." He is to hring uut similarlr 
Sumner's three peace orations, ItushneliX 
'Growth ul War.' and pamphlets bv Bloch, 
Lawrence. Novikow. and oihers. I do 
not doubt that gradually he w ill bring out 
a hundred books and pamphlets, and so 
this particular desirieralum will in great 
measure be met." A large number of 
copies of the new edition of Hloch were 
sent 10 the Conference of 1902 bv Mr 
(•inn for presentation to the members, 
and the knowledge of his effort did much 
to add to the interest and hopeiulneas of 
the Conlerence. 

It was said in conversation at Mohank 
thai Mr. Ginn had written to two promi- 
nent mtn ol affairs, bolh devoted like 
himsell m inteinatuiniil progress, and 
both men of much larger wealth than 
himself, offering to contribute Jic.ooo a 
year tor ten \ears toward a campaign ol 
education upon the subject of peace and 
war, if they would make equal contribu- 
tions; and this is true. He has not yet 
received assurances of co-operaiion " to 
(his large extern ; bnt. both at the Mobonk 
Conference and since, he has been 
promised mosi generous assistance, and 
he has begun energetically his work ol

life. It is in this field lhat he feels a 
thorough and comprehensive campaign of 
education 10 be most necessary, and 10 ft 
Ml time and means will hereafter be 
largely devoted.— [Christian Kegisier.

Ezckicl, Samuel, and Thomas 
Richardson, brothers, were the 
emigrant AtsUestofl tn a iiiinilv re- 
markable for their niinilicis, their 
widely scattered homes, their virtue, 
and their intelligence. At least nine 
of their descendants bearing their 
name have bean deacons in the 
church they »s-istisl to organize. A 
very large mmilier have been officers 
of churches elsewhere in Winches- 
ter, and. fa 1 'and wide, in the United 
States. The writei has personally 
nine 01 ten men of the

Congregational ministers : at least 
two who were llaptist ministers ; 
and a very large nuiulicr. besides, 
of ministers in various ilcnomina-

'Hennas Kichardsmi. the youngest 
of the three brothers, probably 
came from Kngland wilh Samuel, 
as before staled, iilmut five years 
after the coining of Kzekiel. 
Mary, his wife, was received into 
the church in Charlestown, Feb- 
ruary 21. 1685 ti. He was asso- 
ciated with his brothers on various 
occasions of more or less interest, 
hut never, like them, sustained any 
important public office. He died 
in Woburn. August 2X, 1651. In 
an inventory of his property, dated 
Septemlier "22. 1651, ami to he 
seen in the Middlesex Registry of 
Probate, is found the following 
eonivniing his family: —

For the Destruction of the Gipsy 



We call the attention of the 
readers of the Si ah to a letter from 
Mr. Allen Chamberlain, Tree 
Warden, published in another 
column, concerning the destruc- 
tion of the gypsy moth. Many 
Winchester property holders have 
taken up the war against these 
pests as their destruction is of 
vital importance for the safety of 
our fruit and shade trees. We 



practically all the caterpillars « ill have 
disappeared and the insect will be found 
either in the pupa form ( ihe intermediate 
stage between caterpillar and moth) or 
else hatched out intoa moth. The pupae, 
dark seal brown easel without cocoor 
covering, will be found hanging head 
down by a thread attached lo the pos- 
terior end of the cases. Tliese should be 
gathered and burned, or trilled. «hcre 
found. They often allach themselves to 
buildings, fences, garden benches, and 
tree trunks, and hide in tret cavities 

Thr moths soon emerge and the 
females proceed lu lay ihc-ir eggs. These 
eggs aie usually laid In round clusters on 
tree trunks, buildings, lences, stonewalls, 
any« here and everywhere. The clusters 
arc commonly about the size of a qiurler 
or hall dollar, are yellow in color and 
covered with a hairy coating. Each 
cluster contains several hundred egRS 
from which will hat. h neat May a host 
of devouring caterpillars. 

Do nut attempt to t ruth, chi off or burn 
these egg elusters. Lei them alone until 
they can be killed in a safe and compira 
lively inexpensive way. After Ihe leaves 
are off and every part of Ihe infested tree 
and shrub can tie seen, procure somecreo- 
soie oil mixed w ith about i? per cent, of 
coal tar. Thisarticle can be bought in Ihe 
local market t he Tree Dept. buys its 
supply at Sanderson's. Each egg cluster 
should be given a good soaking with this 
oil Apply it with a patnl brush, lie 
careful in this and at all times not to 
break the cluster or loosen any o) Hit 
eggs. Every egg. wheth-r on the ground, 
or wherever, in its original cluster or 
broken from it, is almost sure to hatch 
next May. Snow and ice have no effect 
n[ton these ejrgs. 

A good plan is to have ynur Irees and 
buildings, shrubs and fences, thoroughly 
looked over and treated by the men who 
cut the brown -tail nests from the trees, 
and at the same time. 

Let me beg, then, that Ihe eggs may 
be lefi untouched until they can be 
soaked in proper fashion with creosote 
I oil. More effective work can be done in 
this way, and for far less money, than in 
any other. Ilurlnpping in the caterpillar 
seajon is only a secondary work to 
catch the insects which hatch from closely 
hidden egg clusters. ISurlapping alone 
cannot save the Irees from defoliation

All plants should he removed from a 
sleeping room, fur not only will their 
own vitality be destroyed, but also the 
air of their owner to a certain limited 
extent.

Taxes. 

ElllTOH OF THK Si Alt I 

I see by y ur paper that the tax rate 
for 1903 is to be increased one dollar ovet 
last year, that is S15 !*5 per sioco. to 
J 16. Bo, although 1 he assessors have not 
quite touched bottom on the valuation of 
the town property. T he overlay tax will 
be more or less when the final figures are 
reached, but the rate is to be Jn. a*o. 
Sow we are not surprised because the 
town voted to raise more money by tax- 
ation last March than it did a year ago. 
antl then, too, there has been a great 
shrinkage in slocks and income therelrom 
which will reduce the valuation ofperson- 
al property which may not be offset" by 
the new buildings erected during the year. 
The bank ami corporation tax for the 
same property that the town will get will 
be h-ss thilk year than last. 

Keally our tax rate should have been 
increased 5 3 50 instead of Si-oo if the 
toivn had done as a good business corpn 
lalion does. The itsaoo for street drain- 
age and the S4500 to repair If aeon street 
bridge and tlv. ii-.oco for a new town 
Stable, alt of which was borrowed for a 
leim ol years, ought to nave been raised 
by taxation this vear. provided these ex- 
penditures were necessary 

Of ruurse the town cannot build a town 
hall or a large schoolhouse and pay for it 
the same year, but ordinary renewals and 
repairs should he paid for each year by 
taxation, 1 he iVScco tor drainage wnu'd 
have been wise if our tax rate were Si* 
per 1 1000 but under the circumstances 
4500 would have taken care of the water 
ShllMgl at Sytrunes corner. The S 1501.1 
to renew ifacon street bridge was ex- 
travagance. Its very dangerous condi- 
tion was told to the town but nothing 
has lieen done yet and the bridge is sliU 
in use. We believe 51000 for repairs 
would have made that bridge good for 
twenty years. 

The vote of f i;,ooo for a town highway 
stable building is the most extravagant 
thing the town has voted. It is. of course, 
desirable to have only brick buildings for 
municipal nurposes and it is better to 
have the town stable in some other place 
than its present location, and a new stable 
is actually needed this year. But with the 
tax rate (as it should be ) and the enor- 
mous town debt and the park and sewer 
?nrual assessments, the County and 
Slate tax where it is. we ought to have 
built a wooden stable on the present 
location making it ten feet longer and 
the outside sheds larger and Jdjooo 10 
55000 would have done this and lasted 
the town more than fifteen years, at which 
time we pray that rates of taxation and 
percentages of debt to valuation will be 
considerably less

Thousands of acres on which the 
timber has been cut off and which now 
are practically valueless, will be replanted 
with a new growth that will make the 
property increase many times in value as 
the vears go by- This method of giving 
employment to prisoners can meet witn 
no objectioo from those who on general 
principles oppose prison labor.

Firo Apparatus Given Right of 
Way Over Trains 

To prevent delay to the apparatus in, 
responding to alarms for nre on the west 
side of the railroad tracks, the SignaJ 1 
tower of the Boston & Maine railroad 
just a trove the crossing was connected by 
a wtre this week with the central fire 
station. The purpose of this connection 
with the tower is to notify the signalmen 
when an alarm has been sent in that will 
cause the apparatus 10 cross the traeks, so 
that the firemen can be given the right 
of way Signals will be set against all 
accommodation trains, but express trains 
will be given the right of wav as hereto- 
fore. The reason for this discrim n ition 
is that the through trains cause bu: slight 
delay in passing while the accommoda- 
tion trains take considerable time in 
starting from the station and also in 
slowing down as they approach the 
station. It has been the custom of the 
gale tenders to lower the gate before a 
train leaves t fie station, and also on the 
approach of trains when they are in the 
far distance, and at the time of an alarm 
for fire this wait|has been on many oc- 
casions a serious and annoying hindrance 
trc the firemen. All freight trains w ill also 
be held up until after the apparatus has 
crossed over. 

This arrangement was brought about 
by the engineers ol the fire department 
and the railroad officials. :md will prove a 
great benefit at the time of fire and will 
remove an element ot danger that has 
been constantly before the firemen whil 
crossing the tracts jnd again in checking 
llieir horses so -is in prevent them frotn 
dashing through the gates with the heavy 
apparatus.

A Successful Exhibition of Hy- 
drant Playing 

Since the roof-fire at the old 
furniture factory on July 4th, the 
tire and water departments have 
kept up a gooil natured discussion 
as to the efficacy of the hydrant 
streams near the center of the town, 
l.ate debates on the question have 
become quite warm and when one 
enthusiastic fireman desired CO bet 
$50 that a hydrant stream could 
not be thrown over the furniture 
factory, Supt. Dotten thought it 
abou* time to turn on the hose and 
wet down the fifty dollar statement 
at uiice. Arrangements were there- 
fore made for a trial of the hy- 
drants on Monday evening. Quite 
an audience assembled and an 
exhibition was given which proved 
beyond a doubt that the hydrant 
service in Winchester center is 
perfect. 

In the first instance, not one 
strt-am, but two streams, each taken 
from the same hydrant through 
400 feet of nose, were thrown com- 
pletely over the building. In case 
of 1 wo fires on the roof, each fire 
could have been deluged in a few 
moments Next a single stream 
w.is thrown through 400 feet <>l 
hose, .25 feet over the highest part 
Of the roof. Then Supt. llotten 
of the water works requested that 
four lines ot hose be laid and he 
would play four streams at once 
over the b'utlding. As the fire de- 
partment were completely sat- 
isfied that " William ' had" suf- 
ficiently proved all his statements, 
il «as not thought necessary tu lay 
mole hose.

Notwithstanding the examples of im- 
patience set in several of the other con- 
gressional districts of Massachusetts re- 
garding the lengthening terms of present 
incumbents, the 8th remains comparative- 
ly quiet, and Cong McCall seems to be 
(reed from any necessity for looking after 
his fences r h is summer. 

He hasn't changed his views much, it 
am . concerning the undesirabilily ol the 
Philippine acquisition and the evils ol 
imperialism, although he is Milling to 
agr-e with the imperialists that the 
problem ol defining their destiny has 
been postponed for the present by the 
overshadowing governmental obligations 
growing out of our possession of the 
islands. 

To Congressman McCall, as to many 
another indtviaua), both in public and 
private life, the pressing requirement of 
the hour appears to be the dcttrmining of 
how to rnake the best of a bad bargain 
and extract compensating advantages 
Irom a peruru.iriK unprofitable under 
taking. Commercially the Philippine e* 
periment has heen a failure. Everybody 
knows tnat, or ought to, by this lime. 
Hut McCall is not so petty in his anli- 
imperialism that he has any disposition to 
rejoice over such a confirming of his 
anticipations. He notes the fact, mayhap 
with intent to urge it upon public alter 
lion when the occasion shall warrart 
such action, in his judgment, but he 
does not gloat over It. 

Nor is the ,1th district congressman too 
dense to recognize that there are increas 
ing difficulties in the way ot relinquish- 
ment of the islands. In the course ol a 
recent conversation he freely conceded 
the improbability of any ultimate sever- 
ance of the ties that now bind Porto Kico 
to the I'nited Slates or any change for 
the present in its relations as a mere de- 
pendency ol this government. He is still 
unwilling, tmwevi-r, tnaimitthat ultimate 
separation ot tue Philippines from the 
I'nited States is neither feasible nor 
advisable, i in tit 1 cuntrary he evidently 
adheres to the belie! that it is not only 
the privilege, hut the duty of the United 
Stales to equitable solve the problem in- 
volved in deciding upon the best process 
ot preparing the inhabitants of those 
islands for independent existence That 
is apparent wnenever he is interrogated 
on the subject. — ' ['tactical Politics.

A GOOD CHANCE TO BUY. 



ftherman Bobson, a railroad man In 
Pueblo, Col., has Just perfected an ap- 
pliance which, if alt proves true that la 
claimed for It by Its Inventor, will 
greatly reduce railroad collisions and 
save thousands of lives annually. 

The new appliance Is a sort of look- 
ing glass to l>e bang on each side of an 
engine to enable the engineer and fire- 
man to see tbe roadbed for six miles, 
both In front and In tbe rear. The 
chief valoe of the Invention Is that It 
does not make any difference If tbe 
road Is curved or straight. The Instru- 
ment works on the principle of a mi- 
rage, and It has been named by Its In- 
ventor as the "mirageecope." 

It has been tested from Denver to 
Grand Junction on the Iienver and Rio 
Grande and the Colorado Midland nnd 
also passed favorable tests on tbe Col- 
orado Southern and Missouri Pacific. 
Application has been made for patent. 

Xew G«rnn malt Speed Trains. 

It has, been decided to increase the 
speed of tbe trains of tbe Prussian 
state railroads running between Ham- 
burg, Hanover and Berlin. This de- 
cision Is the outcome of tbe exyterl* 
raents with high speed electric locomo- 
tives upon tbe Berlln-Zossen military 
railroad. The new high speed trains 
are to be propelled hy steam, as tbe 
Berlin Znssen experiments proved tbat 
heavy electrical trains exercised a 
great wear and tear npon the ralla. 
This Will Please Travelers. 

J. T. Wbltlock of Terre Haute. Ind . 
an employee of the Vandalla line, is, 
says tbe Scientific American, the In- 
ventor of a method of avoiding the 
jolting which Is usually experienced 
when a train passes over an intersec- 
tion of tracks. He* has designed a 
crossing which lias some movable 
parts, which make a solid connection 
for the train to pass over. The device 
la being tried on the Vandalla line and 
If entirely successful will be adopted.

The History of the Congregational 
Church Bell. 

It may Interest our readers to know a 
little something of the history of the old 
bell, which has just been removed from 
the spire of the First Congregational 
Church, 

It was cast in 1854 at the old Hooper 
Hell Foundry in lioston. The bell 
weighed about jjoc lbs. and measured 
tour feet at the mouth. For some time 
past the church people have noticed that 
the tone was not so sweet as of yore and 
upon investigation a crack was found ex- 
tending nearly around the bell about one 
foot from its mouth. Since this discov- 
ery the bell has not been used, and re 
cently arrangements were made by the 
Standing Committee of the Church with 
the t- Howard Clock Co. to remove the 
bell trom the tower for shipment to Balti 
more to be recast. 

It was taken down from the tower a 
week ago Monday, loaded on to a three- 
horse team, whicn took it over the road 
to Batten Wharf.

We think the suggestion made in last 
week's Star that our Winchester fire- 
men should have a few more public drills, 
a good one. Wehavea good department, 
so far as engineers and men are con* 
cerned, first-class apparatus and the town 
is liberal in Its appropriations, AH we 
want now is more practice so that the 
men may know instinctively what to do 
when they get 10 a fire. We have so few 
fires, thanks to the watchful care of the 
police and private carefulness of individ- 
uals, that it would seem to be good 
policy to have some kind of " sham 
fights " with imaginary fires in order to 
drilt the men to quick, concerted action 
in time of real fire. Every dollar we 
spend for fire machinery should be fol- 
lowed by another dollar drilling the men 
how to use it. II this is done, we would 
not see expensive ladders falling to the 
ground when raised to pu I out a roof fire. 
The best ladder is of no practical use 
without the men behind it kuow per- 
fectly how to use it, neither is any piece 
of fire mechanism useful without good 
fire-mechanics behind the apparatus. It is 
well drilled firemen who count full as 
much as the apparatus they control. 

The men should be drilled also in put- 
ting out different kinds of fires, for each 
kind needs different handling. A plain 
roof fire should be wet down from the 
outside if a stream can be thrown from 
the ground up 10 ii. The men first arriv- 
ing should do this and the next lot should 

So inside the building and see if the fire 
as progressed inwardly. 1) the fire is 
started inside, the firemen should firsi go 
into the building fighting it in there before 
throwing water onto the outside. The 
same tactics will not avail In all cases, 
therefore the men should be drilled and 
disciplined to use their best judgment 
according to the special conditions pre- 
vailing at earn fire. The only way to 
make soldiers is to drill them for all kinds 



of fighting and it is 
with firemen. 

If our fire service was more effective, k 
ought to have an influence to reduce our 
insurance rates. As it is now, the rates 
were never so high as they are at present 
This ought not to be with all the money 
the town appropriates for fire protection. 
For all this the town appropriations should 
be kept up, the roes kept thoroughly drilled 
and if this will not serve to reduce the fire 
rate, let the people rely more confidently 
on their fire department, perfect it still 
more and pay less rooney to the insurance

As seen from the figures of the 
Assessors, printed in another 
column, there has been a great 
falling off of personal estateduring 
the past year. The loss has been 
f 187,325, and while it is a matter 
for regret, yet it cannot be helped. 
No doubt the decrease is due in a 
measure to the decline in stocks. 
Nevertheless personal estate is an 
uncertain quantity in a town's 
assets — here to-'day, gone to- 
morrow. In the matter of 
real estate, however, there has 
been a substantial increase of 
$2-2,750 during the year. This 
gain in real estate is most gratifying 
and shows that the town is growing 
rapidly. Considering the falling off 
in personal estate, the increased 
appropriations at the annual meet- 
ing, and for State and County ex 
penses, the Assessors did well in 
keeping the tax rate down to

Irr. Alexander Graham Bell delivered 
air ship lecture to tha 
of the National Academy of 
they were In session In 
Tor the Unit ttme he d la- 
the kite with which he has been 
conducting experiments and for the 
Brat time displayed models of bis new 
kite. 

Dr. Bell stated be had observed that 
In the old Hargrave or box kite and all 
aubsequent kites and flying machine* 
of the same order they were defective 
In two ways. The box kite is braced In 
a horitontal and a vertical direction, 
but not otherwise, so that cross sup- 
ports have to be introduced In tbe 
frame, which Increase tbe weight with- 
out adding to the flying power and at 
tbe same time operate as an obsta- 
cle to the wind. The chief defect of 
the box ktte. of which Ijingley'a aero- 
phone la an elaboration. Is tbnt the 
weight increases with the culw? ns rap- 
Idly as the lifting power does with the 
square, so that the larger the kite the 
less It will lift in proportion. 

In view of these facts he had been 
led. br. Bell said, to construct n kite 
tbe frame of which would present tbe 
form of a triangle no matter from 
what side one viewed It. In other 
words, tbe frame was n perfect tetra- 
hedron, and In experimenting wilh It 
he found, at he had expected, that It 
was self braced In every direction anil 
that the lifting power Incrensed at a 
greater ratio than the Increase In 
weight lie was surprised nt the facil- 
ity with which sucb a kite could be 
managed. 

One advantage of tetrahedron kitea. 
Dr. Bell explained, waa that they 
could lie gronpiil Into any form desired. 
Just as a person can build any form of 
house. In this way he had constructed 
an air ship capable of lifting a 2m* 
pound weight. This statement caused 
a stir among the scientists, as It Is re- 
garded a« giving the latest advance In

rresMenl David 8torr Jordan of 
Stanford university writes: "Tbe pur 
pose of manhood suffrage Is not prima- 
rily to give good government, but to 
make men strong. Without responsi- 
bility for national affairs men will lose 
In tbem Without Interest, 
will fall in Intelligent compreben 
of tbem. The tendency of ruan- 
ufTrage Is to give broader views, 
wiser methodi of action and higher pa 
triotlsm While democratic forms of- 
ten yield bad tfovemment It Is through 
their operation that we have tbe best 
guarantee of good government In tbe 
future. 

"If voting bus (bis effect on uinn we 
have a right to MIsl'H similar results 
from the extension of the suffrage to 
woman It hns bwu made a reproach 
to women thiil they arc shortsighted, 
devoled to the near ami the Immediate, 
cureless of ultimate results. Thl« Mod 
eury exists in tbe nature uf things, for 
wnilHU S sptier ' Is tin- lean" rntlicr 
than the nation. Hut It It he a *■ 
pconcb the extension of respniistlulity 
would correct It. 

"It la tuori'ovcr true that tbe average 
man Is prone to fi-el a greHler Interest 
In faraway affairs, which lie cannot 
controL than in near mailers w-blch af- 
fect him vitally He neglects the home 
and Its oivds in his Interest In the na 
tlon. The sanitation of our own streets, 
the cxtliU'tli'U of the slums In our own 
city, tbe purification .if ,vniers of cor- 
rosion which destroy our own children, 
are fur men- vital to us as Individuals 
than the protileui* of imperialism, of 
roniiuerciiliaui or even of national 
filiiims- In gr»tn affairs onr tvpubhc 
la tlie most stable of nations, tier tali 
ur* Is lu local and municipal adminis- 
tration. It la tbe reflex of the weak 
ness or tbe average man This tbe 
shorter but clearer sight of tbe avenn-e 
woman would tend to counteract. 

"Equal suffrage would tend to broad 
en the minds of women and to Increase 
their sense of personal responsibility 
It may help to solve the problem of 
honest aud dean local government. It 
may lend to make our dtle* centers of 
sweetness and tight i 
Uvtty and strvogtb."

BUGS TO FIGHT BUGS. 

Go » -e rnmewt Pr«|iflf ,t]ni Cblmru I" - 
■ rflt F» t«l tu 4MB JM. Irul«. 

Suin ■ tu telling of uugs aa la going 
tm last Dow at the department of agri- 
culture in Washington wa» nerer seen 
before In toe history »f I be isorttf Tfcr 
Insects chosen for propagation— a dozen 
of them which were Imported alive 
from China more than a year ago— 
■wero so precious that a single spec!- 
■sen wrald not have been bought for 
$100. Thla will be better understood 
when It la explained that this batch of 
bugs, with their propreny, bids fair to 
rid the fnitaj State* of a peat which 
at the present time la caualug a loss of ( 
$ 10,Dou.0uo a year. 

The pest la the San Jose scale, orig- 
inally brought from China or Hawaii 
to California, which has spread over a 
large part of the fruit growing regions 
of the Called States and threatens to 
lit the horticultural Industry. 
It (rets a foothold In an orchard 
It sweeps through the latter at de- 
structively as Are. leaving only dead 
trees In Its path. 

By good luck Mr Jiarlntt, one of 
Uncle Sam's most skilled entomologists, 
happened to be traveling In northern 
-China about eighteen months back soil 
fonnd there this very plagae. But the 
mischief, though obvious enough, was 
not specially destructive because of a 
peculiar Insect much resembling a min- 
iature hedgehog when viewed tinder a 
magnifying glass, which preyed upon 
the pest, gobbling the scaly things 
wholesale. Mr. Marlatt promptly pro- 
ceeded to capture a few hundred spec], 
mens, which he brought to this country 
in tin boxes. 

Nearly all of them died on the way, 
but on tea tiling Washington the dozen 
hardy ones that survived were put Into

upou the branches of a pear tree that 
was thoroughly Infested with the scale 
Insects. Without a minute's delay the 
Chinese bugs went to work preying 
upou the scale Insects, aud. what wai i 
more Important, they proceeded to 
multiply their own it nd rapidly. 

Many thousands of the hedgehog 
bugs thus artificially bred are now 
Available, and tile department of agri- 
culture will distribute them among fruit 
growers, who will place them on the 
trees in their orchards. They are ex- 
pected to multiply at a great rate and 
to wipe out the scale Insects by whole 
sale, eventually reducing the number 
•of the latter to a point where they will 
*be practically harmless. 



INVISIBLE HITCHING POST.

In the city streets, no doubt 
of their unslKhtlltiesa on the 
This need not he the ruse If the 
hitching device presented by the New 
Orleans Times- Democrat were put In 
common use, aa it Is scarcely visible 
from the walk or roadway except when 
In actual service. 

As will be seen from the accompany- 
ing illustration, the device consists of a 




-flat plate lying Bush with the surface 
-Of the sidewalk snd provided with an 
elongated slot In the center. A I one 
end of thli slot the plate Is indented 
•lightly to support a circular button at- 
tached to the strap which supports the 
weight. The opposite end of the slot 
1» cut away to penult the passage o( 
this button, which slips through the 
opening Into the well to allow the strap 
to be lowered full length when not In 
use, but supports the weight when the 
•trap la pulled up out of the well tu 
hitch the horse. Thus the animal is 
not obliged to support the hitching 
weight until It starts to pull away, a* 
the strap bang* loose and the 
i the plate.

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TRIALS OF SCHOOL COMMITTEES. 

Suggestions that are Forced to their At- 
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Feasible, the Greater Number Impractl- 
Interesting Extract from Report of Mass. 
of Education. 



The following taken from the 66th 
annua! report of the Slate Hoard of Ed- 
ucation, will no doubt prove of interest 
to the parents of children attending our 
public schools and also J II others who 
have the welfare of education at heart. 
It also shows the many perplesing 
questions which confront school hoards: 

" Each of the subject! taught in school 
has its special friends and advocates- 
persons who would hive ttie sc-huol* give 
more attention than they now do to 
drawing, to music, to nature study, to 
manual work, or to whatever they deem 
of special importance. Special organi- 
zations abound for the promotion of in- 
struction in these branches,— associations 
ol teacher* of physics, of chemistry, of 
geography, of l-.nglish, ot modern lang- 
uages, and the like. A subject is neces- 
sarily larger to the specialist who studies 
it than to the public in gener.i). This 
growing knowledge and enthusiasm ot 
the specialist has it admirable aspects. 
It enables him '.o set the student's lace 
towards important but distant goals that 
are Invisible to the teacher less fully 
equipped. But too often it means » 
striving for a larger apportionment of 
time for the subject. And when to this 
pressure from a single interest there ate 
added pressures from numerous other 
interests, the aggregate becomes lormid 1 
able and oppressive,— far beyond the | 
capacity of the schools to enrlute And 
10 it becomes the school committee, the 
superintendent, the principals ul schools, 
while approving the zeal and progressive 
spirit shown in behalf of these several 
interests and the higher scholarship it all 
means for the service of the schools, to! 
resist a certain pressure that comes from 
their aggregate. Is it not a fire thing for 
the schools— all, in short, that the schools 
can reasonably ask lor— that within the 
present apportionments of times for their 
several subjects of study a higher scholar 
ship and a broader outlook are becoming | 
available ? The offering of elective* 
permits, indeed, a certain deference to | 
these growing demands for more lime: 
but elective* are generally feasible only , 
in the higher grades and in larger schools. J 
Even where they are feasible, they still 
tail to satisfy the pressure of the agg^re -I 

f ate. And it docs not ease the situation 
Ot the fi iends of music to suggest less I 
time for drawing, or for the friends of 
both to suggest less lime for nature study, 
or for the friends 01 all three to suggest 
less time for history or geography. The 
great lesson that comes to us from the 
pressure ol the aggregate is that the only 
safe way to meet it is to give the child 
recedence over the subject to be taught, 
f the subject i* to determine the limits 
beyood which pressure shall cease, there 
is no telling where those limit* will fall; 
if the child is to determine the limits, 
then they must come within Ins endurance 
and welfare. 

" Numerous and exacting as are the 
demands ol the modern school upon the 
teacher, they are well met by the teacher 
of native aptitude and adequate training. 
How hard it is, for example, to guide 
children in the observation and study of 
plants it the teacher know* nothing about 
then, ! How easy and delightful if the 
teacher understands them ! Teacher* 
adjusted V the simpler and narrower 
methods ol their younger days are 
heavily burdened when in their older day* 
they have to take up unaccus- 
tomed things So too. in general, 
teachers that venture into the modern 
school without special preparation for 
its work are likely to have trying experi 
ences before they rise to the magnitude 
of their task. W hatever sympathy mav 
be felt lor the veteran teacher to whom 
novel duties are a discomfort or pain, the 
younger teacher isestopped from 
complaing of burdensthat are due to 
his own lack ol academic and 
professional training. Here is 
pressure upon the teacher that, in the 
nature of the case, must diminish as the 
veterans gradually retire Irom the service, 
and that can be avoided thereafter If 
carelully selected teachers are appointed 

"The pressure of the aggregate is 
largely a pressure from irresponsible 
persons, - that is, from persons who 
arc not charged with the direct 
and immediate mangemenl of school 
affair" Such persons are respon 
sible. indeed, in a general way as cituens, 
but not in the special way in which mem 
tiers ol a school committee are respon 
aible. They are usually worthy people 
who want to improve the school* and to 
work will) the silwitil authorities for the 
purpose. They are potent factors in 
shaping and toning public opinion. Less 
hampered than the school authorities by 
adverse and stubborn tacts that have to 
be reckoned with, their suggestions often 
have a freedom and a sweep exhilarating to 
note but hard to put into practice. "No 
teacher should have more than twenty five 
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Gypsy Moth* on CheMnut Street 

In a recent issue of the Stak mention 
w as made of the great ravages of the 
g; psy and brownlail mollis at Symmes 
corner. 1 1 w as also staled that the town's 
shade trees in this section were coropara 
tively free from the moths The 
properties of Messrs Wellington, Stanton 
and K.lltott on Chestnut street are infe*tcd 
with the moths, as are the town shade 
tree* fronting their property. I hese 
gentlemen have been active in ihedestruc 
tion of the pe.t* upon their w! land and 
the town trees as well It t» reported 
that the reason the town's trees on Chest 
nut street are in as good condition as 
they are, w due to the energy and care of 
those gentlemen who not only have de- 
stroyed thousands of moths upon the trees 
but have had them burl 



pupils," they urge. *' There should be 
special room* and teachers for backward 
children.*' "The kindergarten should 
be generally adopted." "School children 
should he medically Inspected." 
" More should be made of the manual 
training idea." "School decoration 
should be encouraged." " School 
gardening deserves a place in the school 
curricuhn." " There is a field for the 
School museum " 

"School lanitation i* of supreme im- 
portance." " School discipline -should be 
so administered as to promote good 
ci'.i»en*hip, genuine palrioliirn, the en- 
largement and refinement of the social 
spirit, higher standards of lile." " Vac* 
lion *chools are needed in conges ed 
districts." And so on through a long list 
ol plan* ai.d propositions, a few of them 
visionary, many of lliem admirable and 
some ot tnem imperative. These ideas 
are not to be summarily disposed of Is 
the frills and fails of education. There 
can scarcely be a more unintelligent beg- 
ing of the question than the application 
of such epithets to so sensible and hope- 
ful tiling*, lor example, as are involved 
in the kindergarten, the manual training 
and the la'iaralory movemeut of the 
lim;*. Large numbers of these proposi- 
tions inert, therefore, not simple consider- 
ation by the school committee, hut posi 
tive recognition in the administration of 
the school*. Uut it is the duty of 
citizens to reflect what it means for the 
school committee to t>ear the brum of ail 
these propositions. Let it sympathize 
never so heartily with each of them as 
separately presented and defended, it can- 
not handle them all at once. Indeed, It 
cannot even patiently listen to them all 
without seriously reducing lhat time and 
energy which it must have to act upon 
some of them. Call it the pressure of 
measures or the pressure oi persons, the 
school committee must stand between ihe 
aggregate of this pressure and another 
aggregate.— that of opposing school con 
ditions, of difhculties in raising money, of 
a public opinion untrained to advanced 
idea*, and. id general, of thai conservatism 
that vast systems tend to develop and 
strengthen, 

What should be the altitude of the 
friends of the public schools towaids these 
innumerable suggeslions for their welfare' 
First of all, ihev should rtjoice that so 
many thoughtful peopk ar t alive to the 
importance ol making the schooling of 
thechildren more natural, sensible and 
effective, if possible, than it has been in 
the past. This striving for better things 
means growth and life lor the school 
system ; It is immeasurably superior to 
thai indifference to better things which 
means stagnation and decay. On ihe 
other hand, a school committee can 
advance but one or two steps at a time : 
and it cannot do thii usually without the 
supporting power of a vigorous public 
opinion. And so there stands out the 
duty of concentrating effort on selected 
measures lor school improvement | and 
with it the duty of waiving certain 
measures until more opportune times; 
and finally the duty of bearing patiently 
with the school committee whose task of 
carrying out a progressive policy Is as 
liable to be Impeded by the aggregate of 
good things it is urged lo do as by Ihe 
aggregate of resistances it is forced to 
encounter. 

Meanwhile, let it not be forgotten that, 
so tar as the public school is provided 
wilh strong teachers, it* great work is 
going on effectively, notwithstanding 
visions of a g. eater work that is possible. 

Without the competent teacher, many 
ol the new things done for the welfare of 
the schools arc likely lo be disappointing. 
With the competent teacher, such ne w 
things as may be added to or substituted 
for the old are more likely to tell eftecliv 
ely for such welfare. Hence the policy 
of the Stale in fostering its normal schools, 
oa the one hand, ind Ihe appointment of 
siipeiintendents of schools, on ihe other; 
the former to train teachers for their work, 
and the tatter not only to guide teachers 
in the service to higher accomplishment, 
but lo choose new teachers of indisputab le 
capacity. The State examination and 
certification nf teachers, lor which at 
length adequate provis ons are beginning 
to be made, is designed to entourage still 
higher proficiency in the teacher. It 
should not be overlooked that the most 
important element in the teacher's quali 
locations is not to be found in academic 
scholarship, essential as this is, nor in 
the power lo hold a school in order, 
eisenlial also as this is, but in the rarer 
and finer power ofleading the chila lo 
act judiciously, earnestly and advantage- 
ously for himself in the enlargement of 
bis executive and productive capacity, 
in the acquisition of knowledge ami par 
ticularly of those larger underlying 
principles lhat enable him to clasailv 
and utilize knowledge, in the culti- 
vation of a sturdy civic spirit, and in Ihe 
building up ot a well rounded and ad- 
mirable character.

After a person has travelled over this 
country some 6000 miles, visiting fifteen 
different States and taken in the wonders 
ot Yellowstone t'ark and the outposts of 
western civiliiation. he has seen consider 
able that will remain in the memory as 
long as life shall last. Time spent in 
travelling about this country is wisely 
and profitably spent. Of this there is no 
question. It gives one an idea of the 
vastness ot Ihe Slates, the people, their 
manner of living and their resource*. 
Halatial cities are striking contrasts 10 
the towns built of log cabins and houses 
constructed of mud. And yet the latter 
is only a few years apart from the former 
luxurious manner of living. 

Our objective point was the city of 
Omaha, Nebraska, and our party was 
made up of six gentlemen representing 
the press association of New England, 
who went to Ihe above city to attend as 
delegates the annual convention uf the 
National Editorial Association. Includ- 
ing ihe ladies the party numbered eleven, 
and il left Boston over the Ftlchburg 
division of the lloston & Maine railroad 
for Chicago where transfer was made to 
the Chicago St North VVestern railroad 
for Omaha. One day and a night was 
passed in Chicago in looking over this 
important city. The principal attractions 
here are ihe high buildings and Ihe electric 
display in the dry goods sections of the 
city. This latter spectacle is simply 
grand and must be a feature that prevails 
in no other city in this country The 
sight of >o many lights, their colors and 
forms is bewildering. High upon the 
twentieth rloor of the twenty two 
storied Masonic Temple we witnessed 
a vaudville show attended by al>oul too 
people. One shudders on thinking what 
»ill happen to Chicagoans and the hifh 
buildings should an earthquake occur or a 
cyclone come in from the praries. 

Chicago is an octopus that has reached 
out for miles on all sides and leited every 
fool of land on which a building was 
standing so that it might be accorded the 
distinction of being the largest city in 
the counliv. 

The Auditorium is perhaps the finest 
hotel in the country. There is an Egyp- 
tian room, of costly marble and draperies 
that is very prelly and restful, and the 
entire construction ot the hotel anil fur- 
nishings are most sumptuous. A great 
deal was seen ol the city in an auto- 
mobile ride ol some twenty miles, start 
ing on what is known as the Lake shore 
drive and thence out to the grounds 
where the well remembered world's fair 
was held. A church was pointed out 
belonging 10 Hetty Green. She held a 
mortgage on the building and a failure to 
cav the interest brought the properly 
into her hands. The church is closed 
and falling into a dilapitated condition. 
Lots of residential property also owned 
by her was pointed out. Washington 
I'ark and the Chicago University were 
inspected. The University is closely 
associated with the oil king. Kockfeller, 
who lias given millions of dollars towards 
its advancement. The buildings are sur 
rounded by some ao acres 01 land winch 
is sufficient fur the present. 

Al Omaha it is different, as a person's 
time is pretly much taken up in trying to 
escape the heal when there is no escape. 
The climate there gives out a heat that 
is absolutely willing, and Ihe stronger the 
wind the more intense one suffers. Y T el 
the people do not appear 10 mind it much, 
probably from the fact that, as they claim, 
such warmth enriches the Stale of 
Nebraska at least a million dollars a day 
in the growth of wheat and corn. 

A five days' session of the Editorial 
Convention had been planned for, bui 
owing to the Stirling heat the delegates 
came to the conclusion that two davs anil 
a half were sufficient. The heat was so 
great that the leaves curled up on the 
trees. 

A year ago Omaha promised all sorts 
of things for the editors if they would 
hold their convention there. The Mayor, 
city government and tiusiness men ap- 
peared and were so persistent that finally 
it was decided 10 go there this year 
The editors attending the conventions 
come from every Stale and Territory in 
the union and number about 400. There 
fore it is customary for Ihe cities, where 
conventions are held 10 show them such 
courtesies as will be a help to the city- 
after the editor returns and tells his readers 
about it. Many cities in the past have 
realized considerable nut nf this exchange 
of courtesies, but Omaha looked upon it 
the other way, and a delegate's badge 
was a guarantee of an easy mark for an 
extra graft. 

The committee that invited the convert 
lion 10 meet there promised a reduction 
in hotel rales. The editors found them 
selves charged transient rates and out 
side of one or two hotels inferior living 
was added to the " graft." This extended 
to the stores as well as the hotels anil 
everybody was out for all they could get 
from the visitors. I'opular drinks, such 
is coca cola, went up to 10 cents and 
plain lemonade to 15 cenls. This was 
adding insult to injury, when you think 
you couldn't cross one of the wide .lusty 
streets without getting a mouthful ut 
alkali dust. 

As a side trip the editors were in- 
vited to visii South Omaha snd inspect 
the stock yards. South Omaha while com 
mercially one with Omaha, is a separate 
city, having its own munkipal govern 
1 1 , ... 1 At the lime of the lasl census il 
contained a population of 26,000, but as it 
has been growing very rapidly since it 
would be a very conservative estimate to 
place the present population at 30,000 at 
the very least This city 11 the uulgrowtn 
ol ihe live slock business, as it is here 
that Ihe big packing houses and stuck 
yards are located In iS-S^. when 11 was 
dertermined to build yards for tbc hand- 
ling of live stock, all Ihe country now 
covered bv the city of South Omaha was 
farm land The cornfields of a few years 
ago are hidden from view by the miles 
of streets and thousands of dwell 
tags. Several hundred acres are 
covered by the slock yards, packing 
houses and the wilderness of railroad 
tracks leading 10 and ffOOL line cannot 
appreciate the size of Ihe yards unlil he 
has taken a walk through them on a hot 
day, and then he is prepared to believe 
almost any story, as the editors d,d. 

The reader may gain some idea of thei' 
site when ICrld they are designed to hold 
at one lime 15.000 cattle. t;.oix hogs, 
is .000 sheep ad 1.000 horses, or our 
1,70c carloads. When ihe ito:k arrives 



at the yards it is 

load placed in a pen "by Itself. Then the 
owner or his represeniative. ihe commis- 
sion man, sees that it is ted. watered and 
offered for sale. When disposed of It is 
weighed up 00 scales, a carload or more 
at a time. While the local packing 
houses, of which there are five, are the 
principal buyers of fat stock, men from 
all over the country come here to buy. It 
does not appear lo mailer how many 
thousands head arrive in a day, they are 
usually all disposed of before three 
o'clock in the afternoon, when thernarket 
closes. Lasl year i,oio,Sr 5 cattle, 2,247,448 
hogs, i,74j, 539 sheep and 47,079 horses 
were haudlea at these yards. 

There are five complete plants in oper- 
ation, the Cudahy racking Company, 
Smfl Company, the Hammond Packing 
Company, Ihe Omaha Hacking Company, 
and Amour and Company. With an aggre- 
gate slaughtering capacitv of ij.000 
cattle, jo.ooo hogs and 10.000 sheep per 
day. which gives employment to 10,000 
men. 

In this connection, the writer will say 
thai during all the time the party was in 
the heart of the beef country, the only 
meal served at the hotels and restaurants 
was exceedingly poor quality of cow beef. 
The dressed steers were sent 10 the 
eastern markets while any old thing was 
good enough for home consumption.

Thescenery and properties 1 
used during initiation ceremonies are 1 
most eleborate and extensive. The object 
of the order is sociability and the candi- 
date wno goes through the trying ordeal 
and survives, and does not smile all over, 
is only fit for an insane asylum. We 
nouhi like 10 give our readers an insight 
into " Ak-Sar- Hen," but the obligations 
laken would not permit of an expose. It 
has a membership of over 2000 and in- 
cludes about all the promiment men ot 
Nebraska. 

A pleasant ride on one afternoon 
was made across the river in ihe electrics 
to the city of Council Huff's, Iowa. This 
beautiful city is the home of many of 
Omaha's wealthy business men. The 
well built street's, handsome buildings 
anil refreshing shade trees, makes it a 
most delightful city 10 live in. The shaded 
Common was given over to the visitors, 
where a most appetizing luncheon was 
served amidst enlivening music from the 
local brass band. Speeches of welcome 
were indulged in by the Mayor, the Con 
gressman from that district and promi 
ment citizens, and responded to bv mem 
bers of the Editorial Association. The 
evening Has spent at Lake Manawa, a 
beautiful summer resort.

THE VOICE PHOTOGRAPHED 



Ylbrnllan. nt Air Hade la 
Spesklsa a*Hder*il VUlhle. 

A French scientist has Invented a 
p rot-ess by means of which It Is now 
possible lo photograph the human voice. 
The actual vibrations of the air made 
In speaking the vowel sound** can he 
recorded and made visible by .in lni;cr.- 
Jons use of chronophotojrrnphy, or the 
analysing of motions by means of In- 
■tantaneoui photographs. Every one 
U r.uidllar with an opposite and syn- 
thetic uae of chronophotocrnpliy — the 
presenting of animated views of mov- 
ing objects by means of the klneto- 
scope. 

The scheme may be described us fol- 
lows: The vibrations of the air set In 
motion by the voice are mnde to act 
upon tbe flames of acetylene gas Issu 
ins from specially prepnr.il burners 
The flames, vibrating In unison with 
the sound waves, throw their linages 
Into a revolving mirror, whlrb dlsant-l- 
atea and causes tlietn In apiiear In vari- 
ous forms, according to the sound. By 
means of the acetylene flames, which 
are photogenic, the \ ibrathui* are re- 
corded on n ribbon of sensitized paper. 

It bus been found possible also to pho- 
tograph the various functional move- 
ments of the body. Thus the motions 
of tbe lower Jaw In the net of opSaftOrg 
the mouth may Is- represenbs] us w.'ll 
as the movements of the ribs in respi- 
ration. Another Ingenious use of cliro- 
nophotography makes It possible to re- 
rrnduec In vlalble form tbe action of 
air .-urrents In 
it ruction.

He evidently believed Clod and 
loved and hum. red him wboiu the Lord 
delighted to honor tt was not merely

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CAUCUS REFORM. 



Text of the Proposed Joint Caucus Act-The 
Individual Voter will Have to Vote "Yes" or 
"No" on Its Acceptance In November. 



Below we print sundry sections of the 
joint caucus law as adopted by the legis- 
lature oi 1903, and approved by Cov. 
Bates. 

Section s. All caucuses of political 
and rnunicipalparties in the Hues, and in 
towns using official ballots, which towns 
at an annual meeting vote that primaries 
shall be held therein, except caucuses to 
elect delegates to conventions held for 
the election of delegates to national con- 
ventions, and for the choice of ward 
committees after the change of ward 
lines, shall be held at the same time and 
place as primaries, and shall be con- 
ducted in general accordance with the 
provisions of law concerning the conduct 
of elections and the manner of voting 
as otherwise provided 



Towns voting that primaries shall be 
held therein may, at a legal meeting 
called lor the purpose, not lei* than one 
year aitet the date ol the first primary 
held therein, revoke such action, 

Clerks of towns which voir to hold 
primaries or to rescind such action shall 
forthwith notify the secretary of the 
Commonwealth of such vote. 

Sections. Nominations .shall be made 
in accordance with the provisions of 
sections one hundred and seven to one 
hundred and sixteen, inclusive, of the 
election law. except that in the case of 
an election district not wholly within 
One ward or town the signers of nomina- 
tion papers for that district may reside 
anywhere within the disinct. 

Section 6 Ballots for each political 
and municipal party, ballot boxes, vol* 
ing lists, specimen ballots, blank forms 
and apparatus, seals and record books 
Shall oe provided and treated in accord- , mrnl of fuc ,y voter 
ance with the provisions oi sections one] Seel ion i * In t 
hundred and seventeen to one hundred 
and twenty, inclusive, ot the election 
law, except that the number of ballots 
shall be determined by the election com- 
missioners in Uoston, by the cily clerk 
in any other citv, and by the town clerk 
in towns, and shall not for any ward or 
town exceed one ballot of each party 
for each voter therein ; and Ihe ballots 
for each party shall be printed on paper 
of a different color from that on which 
the ballots for any other parly are 
printed. 

Section 7 The provision of the elec- 
tion law relating to election officers, vot- 
ing places for elections, election appar- 
atus and blanks, calling and conduc t of 
elections, corrupt practice* and penal- 
ties, shall apply to primaries, except as 
otherwtae provided herein. 

Section 8 In wards or towns where 
at election voting is by precincts, hut 
at primaries by wards or towns, the citv 
or town elerk shall designate which of 
the election officers shall serve as pri- 
mary officers. 

l.sccpt in Hoslon, no person shall be in- 
eligible to serve as a primary officer be- 
cause he is a canidate for or member ot 
a ward or lown committee. 

Section io The polls at every primary 
shall be open during such hours, not less 
than nine in cities or four in towns, as 
may be designated by the board of 
election commissioners in Uoston, the 
aldermen of other cities, and the select- 
men of towns.

Section it. When in a primary the 
voter seeks to pass Ihe guard-rail, he 
shall be asked by one of the ballot clerks 
which party ballot he desires, and the 
ballot clerk upon reply shall distinctly 
announce the same and give him such 
parly ballot. The voter's selection shall 
be checked on the voting list used by the 
ballot clerks, and said list shall be re- 
turned to the election commissioners in 
Boston, or to the city clerk in any other 
city, or to the town clerk in towns, for 
preservation, during the succeeding 
calendar year. A copy of the party 
entries on such list shall be used at sub. 
sequent primaries for determining with 
what party the voter has been enrolled 
No voter enrolled under the provisions 
of this act shall be allowed to receive the 
ballot of -in y political party except thai 
with which he is so enrolled, but he may 
change his enrolment by appearing in 
person betore the election commissioners 
in Uoston. the city clerk in any other 
city.orlhe town clerk in towns, and re 
questing in writing to have his enrolment, 
changed to another party: but such 
change shall nol take effect until the ex- 
piration of ninety days after the voter so 
appears; but the political party enrol 
ment of a voler shall not preclude him 
from receiving at a pnmary the ballot of 
any municipal party, though In no one 
primart shall he receive more than one 
parly ballot. 

Any voter who denies the accuracy of 
his enrolment as found tm the voting' list 
may deposit his ballot with Ihe endorse 
ment required by section two hundred 
ami thirty rive of the election law; but 
said ballot snail not be counted on a re- 
count it it appears that the party enrol- 
was correct, 
the counting of votes 
hen the ballots are removed from the 
ballot box, they shall first be sorted into 
piles, one lor each party, and each pile 
shall be counted and sealed separately. 
Voles shall be counted only for nomina- 
tion of the party on whose ballot they 
appear. 

-Section rj. The election commission 
trs In Hosion, the city clerks in other 
ciiies, and lown clerks in towns shall 
canvass the returns of votes for dele- 
gates to conventions and for members of 
ward and town committees, determine 
the result, issue proper certificates there- 
of io the successful candidates, and noti- 
fy ihe chairmen of the city or town com 
miuees of the respective parties as to the 
persons who have been elected. 
Section ta. If a majority of a rtele- 
1 gauon or of a ward or lown committee 
is not elected, or if there is a tie vole for 
candidates lor an elective office, Ihere 
shall be deemed to be a vacancy to be 
Billed according to the provisions of sec- 
tion one hundred and fifty-two of the elec- 
tion law. 

Section t S. This act shall take effeel 
in Boston upon its passage. Inother cities 
and in towns using official ballots the 
question of its acceptance shall be sub- 
mitted to Ihe voters at the next annual 
State election and the act shall lake effect 
as soon alter its acceptance by a majority 
of the voters voling thereon as the provi- 
sions of law relative to nominations can 
be complied with.

Wlille Prof***nr Wiles' * report 00 tb* 
effect! of hi* "borax boarding bouse" 
experiments Is not to be made public 
until October, be makes It pretty clear 
tn * speech at St. Paul that tbey bare 
only confirmed tbe position of tbe Ger- 
man government - namely, tbnt the use 
of food preservatives is r.-yfnful te 
health. Some preservSP^-es. at any 
rate, rrofeawr Wiley admits to be 
"deleterious." nod be urges legislation, 
both nntlona! nnd state, to prevent food 
adulteration and tbe use of perulcloo* 
preservatives. Though the experiment* 
are yet Incomplete, he admit* that they 
tend to show that boric ncld ni least 
1* an Injurious food Ingredient. He 
told the Minnesota dairy aud food offi- 
cials tbnt he had found that the use of 
food thus preserved tends to diminish 
the natural weight nnd thnt t lie per- 
sons experimented on have not since 
got back the nosh thev lost. It also 
tends to diminish permanently tbe 
amount of nitrogen In the human body. 

This Is a rather Important finding, 
and If it should Inter Is- determined 
thnt the oilier chemical preservatives— 
salicylic neid. tormaldebyde, milphnr 
ous tiold and Ismrnlc acid— have n sim- 
ilar deleterious influence the rnci should 
speedily lie made known. It may be 
taken for granted that we nre not to 
lic.-uttie a nation .-I "enc in mud hepf" 
enters, and ns a result of Dr. Wiley'* 
experiments It la fnlr to conclude that 
more stringent laws will be enacted In 
this direction. 

It ought to lie the signal for the com- 
plete overhauling of our f.nsl laws. The 
safeguard* provided by tbe imviv Inw 
against Impure or falsely inWIc.l f...«ls 
and wines imported from nhnrnd nre 
gissl In their way, but are In striking 
contrast with tbe inadequate nnd con- 
fusing stututes which are supposed to 
protect u* from adulterated nod injuri- 
ous food products at borne. Many of

food laws. Some have gissl laws 
earnestly enforcis!, *0OM good laws 
with no mnclilnery to carry them out,

There Is no uniformity except in so far 
a* the state* have copied one another's 
statute*.

Insurance Rates on Business 
Properly 

An important matter to Melrose, 
in which the board of trade may 
be of great service, is the question 
of insurance rates which have been 
advanced almost to the point of 
extortion. Unsiness men on Main 
street, within 1000 feet of the 
centre fire station, are paying about 
two percent. Such a rateisalmosl 
prohibitive, and places upon busi- 
ness a burden that the ordinary 
profits of business cannot meet. 
This matter taken up by the board 
of trade may accomplish as much 
as the business men ot Boston ac- 
complished along the same line. 
The board of trade has already 
done so much, and is promoting 
so many improvements, that the 
business men naturally turn to it 
in this matter — [ Melrose Journal 

Winchester is in the same predic- 
ament as Melrose Business 
property in the centre of the town 
at less than the distance from the 
Centre fire station of that given 
above are compelled to pay 275 
per cent on $ 1000 and conform to 
the 90 per cent clause. Also 
dwelling houses in the centreare 
obliged to insure up to 90 per 
cent, and pay a rate close on to 
two per. cent. It is a great draw- 
hick on business and the several 
interests should get together and 
t ike steps to have the rates re 
duced. Unfortunately Winchester 
has no board of trade or other or- 
ganization to look after this and 
similar matters. 



Will Assist in Abating a 



Telephone subscribers who are 
on lines with six to nine other 
subscribers are pleased to learn of 
the new rule or policy of the com- 
pany that will permit only four 
subscribers on a line. It is said 
that the company has found that 
it does not pay, or give satisfaction 
to the subscribers, to have so many 
phones on one line. People get 
out of patience with hearing eight 
or nine rings all day long. Then 
the operators time is taken up 
with these long calls to such an 
extent as to injure the service. 
Then, too, the many times that 
the line is busy takes double the 
time and work to do the service. 
Now the company proposes to 
limit the line to four subscribers 
and see bow that will work. The 
company will continue to do some- 
thing all the time to make the 
phone popular. Another drawback 
to the many parly lines is the 
interruption and rubber-necking, 
which would be eliminated to a 
great extent by a lesser number of 
subscribers on a single line. The 
other day a lady called up a friend 
on her telephone and upon pro- 
ceeding to talk was interrupted by 
a woman who persisted in saying 
■ hullo, hullo ! ' so that the la'dtes 
could not talk. It was only after 
the woman was warned that the 
company's attention would be 
called to her actions that she finally 
stopped. This lady reports that 
the interruption from this same 
woman occurs almost every time 
she uses the line. This complaint 
is common, and such rudeness will 
be done away with materially with 
less subscribers on a line, as the 
guiltv party can be more easily 
detected at the cental station. 



No. 3. 

If was hall past eleven o'clock at night 
when our train pulled out from the 
nation at Omaha bound lor Sail Lake 
city, Utah. Of courie the eight ride 
through Nebraika waa not of much In- 
terest, so the tired out party were soon 
asleep. The tJoion Pacific railroad is a 
magnificent system to travel over, the 
road bed being perfect and the scenery 
most pleasing and of historic interest, 
traversing as it does the ground made 
memorable in the great Indian wars 
This country is now used tor raising 
cattle, horses and sheep, and picluresque- 
ness is given to the scene by galloping 
cow boys their camps, and occasion- 
illy prairie schooners are seen, all hun- 
dreds of miles from civilization. Apart 
from these the only signs of life are the 
numerous prairie dogs. As far as the 
eye can reach hill upon hill stretch far 
into the distance with snow capped 
mountains in the back ground. Indeed 
from the first day after leaving Omaha 
snow was constantly seen for more than a 
week. Oneof the first towns of interest to 
be reached was North Platte, thi home of 
Buffalo Bill. A mile or more from the 
station was seen hiH stock ranch— im 
mense buildings. When Lincoln, Ne- 
braska, the home of William Jennings 
Bryan, was reached he was not at the 
station to greet the visitors. Perhaps he 
had not heard of their coming to his 
home. He had many Iriends on the train, 
but they were not all from the Southern 
States as many of the Democratic 
editors from thai section of the country 
were most pronounced against him. 
Cheyenne was the neit important place, 
and toward evening Laramie City, 
Wyoming, was reached. A stop of a 
half-hour was made, thus giving time for 
a hurried inspection of this city near the 
railroad station. This place is where Hill 
Nye achieved distinction on the Laramie 
Boomerang. Civitiiation was far different 
then from what it is now. The rough 
edges have worn off to considerable e«- 
lent, the one remaining relic of those 
strenuous days being numerous gambling 
establishments. All through Nebraska. 
Wyoming, Montana and North and 
South Dakota gambling in all its forms 
it wide open, and is to be found in all 
liciuor saloons and hotels. 

In the early days when Nye struck 
Laramie City, with the intention of 
practicing law and growing up with the 
country, he carried an attenuated pocket- 
book and a letter of introduction to a 
well known judge of that district. He 
was warmly welcomed bv the judge, and 
in the conversation thai followed admitted 
that he had contributed articles to s 
newspaper In Wisconsin published by a 
relative. There being little doing in Ihe 
courts those days the judge, with the 
kindness characteristic of the western 
country, steered young Nye over to the 
Daily Times, owned and edited by 
Deacon Haylord, and asked for a joh for 
Nve. I he hospitable Deacon was not in 
need of help, but cordially told Nye to go 
to his house and make himself at home 
as long as he saw fit. Nye gladly ac- 
cepted the invitation, and would occa- 
sionally write articles of a general charac- 
ter for "the Times, mostly of a pathetic 
tone. Nve was a good miser, ar.d be 
came friendly at once with the heterogene- 
ous mass which made up the citizenship 
of Laramie in the early Uo'a — cowboys, 
railroad men, wealthy and tilled English 
men. young and poor sons of prominent 
English families, and expatriated sons of 
wealthy Eastern families, etc. 

Among the latter class was Col. Bill 
Root. A generous-hearted boon com- 
panion, well educated, gentlemanly in 
dress and behavior, and one of the most 
genuine humorists ever met with. He 
and Nye met aud became friends. One 
day CM Root remonstrated with N ye for 
the drab coloring of the " stuff " he was 
printing. 

" Give the boys a change," said Root. 
" They don't want to hit the bail to a 
dead march all time." 

The result was that Root and Nye co- 
laborated on the articles that were the 
beginning of making Nye's fame. 

Nye's friends about this time chipped 
in and started the Laramie Boomerang 
newspaper for him. Nye saw the articles 
which Root suggested eagerly copied all 
over the country, and recognized the 
value of the lead and continued to mine 
It. Nye was married to a pretty school 
teacher who was boarding there. Both 
were poor, liul their married life was a 
very happy one. 

Nye filled the office of justice of the 
peace and was for a time postmaster ot 
Laramie. His health failed, and he was 
compelled to leave the altitudes of the 
I.aramie plains. He left Laramie City 
almost as poor in a money point of view 
a.-, when he entered it, but rich in a hap- 
py family and a reputition as a humorist. 
His engagement by the New York World, 
his prontable entertainment tours with A. 
P. Burbank and James Whitcomb Riley, 
his pleasant home in North Carolina, and 
his lamented death are matters of history. 

To illustrate Nve's honeatv it is said 
that when, on behalf of the Laramie 
Boomerang, he lectured, he voluntarily 
paid some Tttle accounts that were out- 
lawed and that his creditors had even 
forgotten. 

SALT LAKE CITY. 

Salt Lake was reached Sunday noon 
and a committee of Mormons were at the 
station when the train rolled in to greet 
the visitors and extend to them the hospi- 
talities of the city, and indeed thev can 
do so as they manage aud run Salt Lake 
City pretty effectively. The big stores 
and the large industries are owned hy 
the church and operated for its benefit 
During the stop of two days, the party 
wai constantly in charge of a member ol 
the faith and the many courtesies shown 
the editors was due to the Mormon elders. 
At two o'clock Sunday afternoon services 
were held in the Tabernacle and of 
course the opportunity was availed of. 
This immense building has i seating 
capacity of 9000. and every word that is 
spoken, even in an ordinary tone of voice, 
is heard distinctly in ev.-ry part of the 
building. A practical illustration of the 
accoustic properties of the Tabernacle 
was given the visitors after the service, 
when one ol the elders dropped a Din 
from Ihe pulpit platform and the MM 
from the fall was heard distinctly In the 



gallery at the rear part ''^J 1 " Tabernacle 

to be the fin eat in the country, occupies 1 
place quite a distince to the rear of the 
preachers desk, while in front of the 
organ and reaching out on both sides are 
the chairs for the choir, which consists of 
500 trained voices. The singing was 
gTand while the speaking was equally 
good, a specially strong plea being made 
for the preservation of the Sabbath, 
The next evening the editors attended an 
organ recital in the Tabernacle, which 
was most enjoyable, and given by the 
L'tah Press Association to the visitors. 
The Tabernacle, the roof of which con- 
sists of a single wooden arch, was com- 
menced in 1865 and completed in April, 
1870, It is 15c feet wide, 150 feet long, 
and 80 feet high. The roof was put 
together with pins and raw hide was used 
in many places iu holding the timbers in 
place. 

The grand organ is joxtj feet. 48 feet 
high. It contains 5, too pipes. The cost 
including repairs to date, is Jnj.o:-.: It 
waa built by home talent and clued v of 
native woods. 

Only the faithful are allowed into the 
Temple. In 1S53 ground was broken for 
this magnificent building, but It was not 
until 189J that it was completed and dedi- 
cated. 

The Temple is 186 t-f feet long and 99 
feet wide, covering an area of 18.561 feet. 
Including the Temple Annex and smaller 
connected building, the cost of construe 
lion is about four million dollars. The 
Temple is built of granite, brought from a 
quarry about twenty miles distant Be- 
fore the advent of the railway to the 
quarry, in 1873, the huge blocks of stone 
were transported by ox teams ; it took 
four yoke of oxen four days to transport a 
single large stone from the quarry to the 
Temple grounds. 

The Temple faces east and has six 
towers, three on the east end and three 
on the west end. The height of the rock 
work on the east central tower is 51c 
feet . on the west central lower 204 feet : 
on the walls of the main building 167 11 
feet. The thickness of the walls varies 
from 6 to 9 feet. The footing wall on 
which the building rests is 16 feet wide 
and 16 Icei deep, Thi cast central tower 
is surmounted by the figure of the Angel 
Moroni proclaiming the everlasting 
Gospel. The figure is of hammered 
copper, covered with gold leaf, and ia ti 
feels M Incnei in height. 

In addition to the Tabernacle and the 
Temple there is an Assembly Hall with a 
seating capacity of 3000. This hall is for 
the free use of conventions or any large 
meetings held in the city. An informa- 
tion bureau on the ground gives freely of 
Morman literature and general inf rma- 
tion of the city. These are all in what is 
known as Temple block, forty rods 
square and containing ten acres. Also 
banks, stores and scores of houses are 
owned by the church. 

One ot the great department stores of 
the United Slates is Zion's Co-operative 
Mercantile Institution. Joseph F.Smith, 
president of the "Morman'' Church is 
also the president of this store, Its cash 
sales amount to S4.000.000 yearly. It 
has wholesale and retail departments, and 
it may be said that it deals in everything. 
It also manufactures boots and shoes 
ind rough clothing. It has agencies 
throughout this section of the country. 
Its drummers penetrate every remote 
settlement. The " Mo. man " merchants 
who buy at wholesale are inclined to 
patronize this great commercial con- 
cern of the Church first. The people 
who purchase goods oyer the counters 
also throw all the trade they can to 
the institution of their Church. Ac- 
cording to the latest statistics there were 
J43.8;* communicants in the " Morman " 
Church. This gives their big store a 
wonderful clientele. 

Visitors having seen the Tabernacle 
are desirous of inspecting ihe Temple, | 
but this is denied them as only Latter- 1 
day Saints are permitted to enter this 
sacred sanctum sanctorum. The reason 
for refusing admittance to the Temple is 
perhaps best explained in an editorial 
taken from the IJeserel Evening News, 
the organ of the church in Salt Lake 
City. Tnis editorial bearing the caption 
■' Why can't I go into the Temple," is 
as follows 1 

"The "News' is requested to answer 
a question that is asked by almost every 
company of tourists that pay our city a 
visit ; It Is, " Why is the Morman Temple 
not thrown open to the public?" Some 
people want to know why they may not 
be specially favored by admission, even 
if the building is reserved from general 
inspection. 

"Answering the last query first, we will 
do so by asking another; that is. " Why 
should you be particularly accommodated, 
more than other folks equally anxious lo 
indulge their curiosity H If some are 
admitted just to tee what is inside, wry 
not throw the edifice open to all comers } 

"The Temple is not erected for public 
worship. It is devoted to the adminis- 
tration of sacred ordinances. That 
ought 10 be sufficient as a general re- 
ply. We will explain further: The 
ceremonies conducted in that House of 
the Lord are of such a character that 
they would be seriously interfered with 
and obstructed, by ihe presence of 
crowds of visitors and curiosity seekers. 
The utmost decorum and solemnity 
are required for their performance, and 
none but those who are engaged therein 
can properly be present And they are 
usually of as great a number as can be 
conveniently accommodated. 

"Those ordinances are solemnized, lo 
a large extent, tor and in behalf of the 
dead. No one can take part therein 
who hat not received them for them- 
selves. For instance, a person whn has 
not been baptized by one having Divine 
authority, after faith in Christ and re 
I pentance of sin, cannot be baptized for 
the departed Neither can a member ot 
the Church officiate in that or other 
ordinance for the dead, without a recom- 
mendation from the local authorities of 
the Church, who are familiar with the 
worthiness of that member to enter the 
places cot.secrated for those holy pur- 
poses. 

"The endowments administered for the 
living or the dead are not to be ex- 
posed to the world. They ire ex 
clusively for the Saints. Those who 
receive them are under obligations to 
keep them sacred and secret. There is 
nothing in them that is not of the purest 
and holiest character and tendency, in- 
culcating flslV honor, truth, chastity, 
love and charity, but thev are especial 
ly and solely fox the Latter-day Saints, 
and must not be Intruded upon by others. 
The Temple is not In any sense a public 
building, and tourists might as reason* 
hly demand *dmission to *' private borne, 
as a right, to gratify inquisitivenes*. as to 
resent exclusion from a ' 
to rite* and ere monies that 
the oublic. 

• The people here, of all 
particularly Ihe " Mormons, 



and anxious that vi si tort shall enjoy 
everything of a public character that can 
be thrown open to their inspection, and 
to give them information on all thing* 
that concern mankind in general. They 
are pleased to answer reasonable Ques- 
tion* and gratify curiosity to a very large 
extent. But our Temples are not open 
even to "Mormons," unless they come 
properly recommended and for the pur- 
poses for which those sacred edifice* are 
specifically consecrated. We trust this 
explanation will be sufficient for all rea- 
sonable inquirers." 

Salt Lake City when first inhabited 
waa laid out with mathematical precision. 
It i* like a checker board— each block 
contains just m many feet and the streets 
are all of a uniform width, 13a feet. Ice 
cold water from the melting snow of the 
mountains runs along the paved gutters 
of nearly all the streets. This water 
enters the houses, supplies numerous 
fountains, and finally finds its way into 
the country district where it is used for 
irrigation purposes, for without which no 
crops could be made to grow. Rain is a 
rare visitor. Vp lo the middle of July 
the«e had been no rain since early in the 
spring. Salt Lake is a pretty city and 
extremely clean. The streets are paved 
and well cared for, and everything tends 
to prosperity, peace and happiness. 
Many magnificent houses, costing 
fabulous sums, the homes of copper, gold 
and silver kings are some of the attrac- 
tions. One house has a first floor entire- 
ly of ebony, the second floor mahojrany 
and the third quartered oak.

thoroughfare i* the small cemetery in 
which reposes the remains of Brigham 
Young under an immense slab. There 
are but two other silent tenants in this 
cemetery, and no more interments will 
ever again be allowed The gate is 
locked, but one can readily see through 
the iron-barred fence the burial spot of 
Apostle Young in the small enclosure. 

Considerable space has been given in 
this article to ihe Mormon church, but 
this is necessary, for it was the believers 
in 1 his form of religion that wrested the 
city from the desert amid terrible sutrerins- 
and privation for years among the faithful 
and made it Ihe flourishing and beautiful 
olace that it ia today. But for them there 
would be no Salt Lake city today and no 
excursions of thousands of tourists an 
nu.illy.

In view of what has already been ac- 
complished to provide access to Ihe Blue 
Hills by the two electric car lines now 
in operation, it seems remarkable that 
the other great wilderness reservation, 
Middlesex Fells, should still remain 
without the transit facilities contem- 
plated trom the start. The fact is all 
the more notev.-orthy from the circum- 
stance that thia reservation is within 
the five-cent fare tone— which now in- 
cludes Melrose— and that it stands in 
the same relation to the metropolitan 
population that Franklin Hark does, 
being at nearly the same distance from 
the centre and serving the communities 
north of the Charles as Franklin Park 
serves those south of trie Charles. At 
a targe incurred expense to that end 
the parkway approaches to the reser- 
vation by way of Fellsway and its two 
branches, were designed to accommo 
date electric lines in their reserved 
spaces. Their construction will hardly 
be fully justified until they are thus \ 
utilized. Now that the new Welling- | 
ton bridge across the Mystie is nearing 
completion, it is to be hopeO that the 
facilities it makes possible will be pro- 
vided and that this great public pleas- 
ure ground, already exceedingly popu- 
lar, will be opened up, as it should be, 
by'cars running well into the Fells to 
the point near Spot pond, where popular 
lacilittes tor rest and refreshment are 
contemplated similar to those in the 
Blue Hills at Hoosic-Whisick. At pres- 
ent no trolley line at all runs nearer to 

I Middlesex Fells than half a mile, and 
the main routes through Maiden sod 
Medford are something like a mile dis- 

; unt. The present difficulty of access.

'■There air two very important things 
a Jim key ha» t.i roaatder In storlvliiE Ms 
dietary- He moat wr tu It that his rood 
I* of the beat quality and that It con 
tains practically no tlcah formini! prop- 
erties. All htleO CattfHt9| fuod« as. for 
Instance, aotips. beef. i«irk. potatoes, 
pudding* and pnsirlo* n Jockey must 
deny himself. Coffee, tea or other 
drinks are only taken rery moderately, 
•a all liquid* hel|> more or les- hi ,eit 
ting on flesh. 

"Although a Jockey has to eaebaw 
inch foods, there are many other varie 
ties which he gets Just us mu. h pleas- 
ure in eating and willed at the same 
time are equally as g<*sl and strength- 
ening for his constitution. A few d.iys 
before a race a Jockey who has a 
mount In it will not stint himself- -pro- 
vided he has no fear of overtlpplng 
bis proper weigh! for the nice- In any 
thing which he thinks will not inter- 
fere with his digestive apparatus. 

"Some Jockeys, of course, take on 
and lose ttesh i|iilcker than others. I 
have known one or two who were par- 
ticularly anxious to ride In certain 
races, but for which they were iierbaiis 
ga much ns eight or nine pounds too 
heavy, who rcducoil that weigh? In the 
same numtier of days To aivouipllsh 
that, however, they have to resort prac- 
tically to n 'starving diet,' leaving as 
Utile as the strain 011 the vitality will 
penult without breaking down and try- 
ing to reduis. their overweight by cer- 
tain •wonting exercises. It Is needless 
to lay that no Jockey could stand too 
frequent repetitions of auch severe 
measures to subtract from his weight 
without danger of permanently Injur- 
ing hi* health anil even sacrificing has 
life; Bill!, many willingly resort t.i such 
'get light weight quick' methods where 
they eoe irond opportunities of making 
a MM or a pile of money for them 
•elves. 

"It must be remembered that by na- 
ture Jockeys as a whole arc not of sub- 
stantial physique or Imposing In height, 
although they are us tough as whip- 
cord. If they were, therefore, lo In- 
dulge every day In the heavy MT1 of 
fare thai tin' average business or work- 
ing man partake* ■ .f It Is not probable 
thnt they would Increase much In 
weight or height. Von often see Jock- 
eys In the big hotels anil restaurants 
nt the various racing sections after n 
race tucking lu big and expensive dlu 
n»n* with a gusto and relish that 
would give a chronic dyspeptic an ap- 
petite fee hard. lack. 

"Walking, running, cycling, punching 
the bag and hurdle Jumping are favor 
Ite exercises nuiong Jockeys to keep 
their weight down. On going out (or 
a walk or rim tbey wrap themselves In 
the thickest of wiiolou sweaters and 
other beiivv clothing, no matter how 
high tin- tcmts'iuUire may be, and the 
exercise Is kept up for a distance pcr- 
baps of eight or nine miles, or. as we 
Bay. ontll you are drowned lu sweat.' 
Turkish baths are also frequently In- 
dulged In by many, and Ihey must 
svear cM-esslvely warm clothing after, 
and ikav when going for a gallop, no 
matter If the weather Is- boiling hot.

The advocate* of comiilete enfran 
ehlsetuent of women liose their de- 
mand upon the principles underlying 
all suffrage, if manhood suffrage Is a 
mistake. If voting Is a privilege and 
not a right. If government das not de- 
rive It* Just powers from the eminent 
si the governed. If Lincoln's aphorism 
that ours 1* a "government of the peo- 
ple, for the people and by the people" 
Is only a rhetorical generality, then 
women hnve no case. If not. they see 
no reason why, as they are governed, 
they should not have a voice In choos- 
ing their rulers, why a* people they 
are not covered by Lincoln's definition 

Ever? argument formerly nsod by 
the English Tories Is today heard In 
the mouth* of men who profess a be- 
lief In the democratic form of govern- 
ment. The ohji-ctlnn most universally 
urged Is that concerning physical 
strength. It Is said that all govern 
ment Is founded on force, and as wgm- 
en are unfitted to act as soldiers or 
pnlicemen. npnn wbom the ultimate 
appeal for social order rests, therefore 
those who cannot right ought not to 
vote. The answer returned Is thai If 
brute strength Is the proper test all 
men uualile to bear amis should be 
distrain bisisl. It is asked why "omen 
should he subjected to one test and 
men another. Want of physical 
strength Is alaiply a pretext, while the 
real objis-tlon Is sex. 

Women have frequently called aliens 
tion to the fact that If they do not bear 
arms directly they bear the men who 
bear the arms. Tbey have also Invited 
comparison between the danger and 
risk of the average mother and those of 
the average soldier, which Is certainly 
nui to the nilvoniage of the soldier. 

Granted that women truly contribute 
to the nation's defense ncatnst alien 
enemies by furnishing the soldiers as 
well as by personal service In the hos- 
pitals and smltary commissions, which 
are as essential as the regiments, not 
lini useful can ttiey be In Ihe peaceful 
settlement or Internal dissensions. The 
dangers of the country arc not from 
outside attack, hut from social wrongs 
within. Representative government Is 
threatened by unrepresentative usurpa- 
tion. Municipal government Is no- 
toriously in control of organisations 
controlled by minorities. Iloss rule liu- 
plli** corrupt methods, no matter which 
party la responsible for It It will 
hardly lie contended that woman suf- 
frage can Increase this tendency. The 
unanimous opposition to woman's vot- 
ing by the party spoilsmen Is the plain- 
est confession thnt they fear her puri- 
fying Influence. 

The true advancement of common In- 
terest waits for the active and responsi- 
ble participation of women In political 
matters. Indirect and Irresponsible In- 
fluence tbey have now. but Indirection 
and Irresponsibility are dangerous ele- 
ments In government If this whole 
question la considered In the light of 
minnow sense and i-otntiion Justice the 
sooner w ill the present wrong be wiped 
out and self guveniim tit be put upon a 
broader and safer basis,

And It Is only In twelve state* today 
that a married mother has any legal 
right to the care and custody of her 
minor children. Until last year the 
women of Massachusetts dill not have 
It: until the year liefore last the wo- 
men of Illinois had It nnt. In every 
case the right has been secured by the 
advocates of woman suffrage. 

Women are needisl In government be 
cause they are unlike men-uiillke by 
nature and circumstance: they are the 
daughters, wives, sisters and mothers 
of men, they represcut the lnti'n>stB of 
the home. The feminine qualities. In 
which they excel man, arc love of 
pmoe, purity, temnernnoii, emuoin.v 
snd nbedlonis' to law. These ure tie 
qualities lucking In legislation. The 
first duty of government Is to keep !be 
peace between Individuals and nations. 
Hut tueti are by nature more belllger 
eut limn womeu: therefore a purely 
masculine government cannot kis-p the 
peace. Tbree-fcmrtlis of our taxes ori- 
tur war eipcnses--for anus, mn-y 
forts and cannon- for isuishins and lu 
terest ou war Indebtedness, our gov 
eniuient Is the most extra vngant In the 
world. Think of our last congress in 
a time of peace appropriating $1,300.- 
DUu.oo In a single y?ar!

Not Over Wise 



It 1* significant that on the day follow 
tug the receipt of formal assurance* 
from the Russia n government that no 
further objection would be offered to 
the opeulng of the Uanchufluu porta 
the secretary of state announced that 
the so called Klsblneff Incident was 
closed by the refusal of the Russian 
government to receive u petition In be 
half of It* Jewish subjects. 

Outwardly, of course, there is sup- 
posed to be no connection between 
these events, bot the circumstance* 
suggest something of the kind. How- 
ever, as the matter of the petition is h 
"clostsl Incident" II la not particularly 
Important whether there was any diplo- 
matic connection l-iwis-n it ami the 
promise of Russia not to Interfere with 
our trade In Manchuria. At any rate, the 
rtmr's government has a prvtiv clear 
Idea of public ami official sentiment In 
this cunutry In regard to the Kishineff 
outrage, and |voss|bly the moral effect 
of the protest Is as great as though It 
bad actually been presented. It went 
far enongh to cause the Russian gov- 
ernment to take energetic steps to pun- 
lab the Klsldneff rioter*. 

As to the agreement of Russia in the 
Mam hurlan mutter, the state depart- 
ment appears to have won a substantial 
victory. The l ulled State* had previ- 
ously been assured that the rhlnese 
government would "open as treaty 
ports several ports in Manchuria tio*v 
close to the world's trade." \ow 
Russia, which practically controls Man- 
churia, assure* us that It will not in 
uny way Interfere with the opeulng of 
these |>ort«. as projioBed by China. 

Although Ihe ports to be opened hnve 
not Is-en specified. It Is gathered from 
cininiunieatlniis that they are Muk 
den, the principal Inland port of Man- 
churia, and Tatuugkao, at the mouth 
of ihe Yalu river. 

If Russia keeps her promise, as the 
state department apparently believes 
she will, this action Is of highest im- 
portance both to this country and other 
nations trailing In Manchuria. It 
means the fulfillment of the American 
pollry of the "open diwir" In ' hlna. 
w hich Is practically the. source of our 
contention lu that quarter.

ment for tuberculosis whlcb wn* dis- 
cussed at a recent mating of the Med- 
ical Society of Berlin. 

(■*.....>. :> stated, the history and na- 
ture nf the new method are as follow*: 
During his travel* In Australia Bob- 
ert Schneider, a German 
with a practical knowiedjre of 
try. noticed that the natlee* in the 
northwestern part of Australia uaed 
a deooctloo made by boiling the leaves 
and roots of the eucalyptus tree a* a 
remedy for consumption, which la a 
prevalent disease in many sections of 
that country. He further observed that 
the natives living In districts where 
the eucalyptus tree grew abundantly 
were generally immune from the dis- 
ease and that native* suffering rn>m 
tuberculosis frequently came from oth- 
er regions to live In the eucalyptus dis- 
trict and with generally favorable re- 
sults. 

With the aid of a physiological chem 
1st he prepared a combination of flow- 
on of sulphur, powdered charcoal and 
pulverised encnlyptu* leave*. This mix- 
ture ha* been named sanosln and la the 
material whlcb ha* been used In the re- 
cent experiment*. Since the time of 
Galen the .'ume* of sulphur have been 
known to eiert a curative effect upon 
sufferers from phthisis, and it appear* 
that the combination of sulphurous 
acid with eucalyptus and carbon has a 
peculiarly effective potency In attack- 
ing the bacillus of tuberculoela. 

On account of Its ektTeme volatility 
•annaln Is put up In sealed glass tnlie*. 
each containing a dose of nltout two 
gram* (thirty-one gralnsi, in whlcb con- 
dition It Is to be sold, like other medi- 
cines, through atvtbortaed drug gilt* 
When uaed the tube la broken and its 
content! poured on an earthenware 
plate heated by a spirit lamp. The vol- 
atlle eucalyptu* quickly evaporates 
and. In combination with the small 
quantity of sulphurous acid fume* gen- 
erated, medicate* with an nromatlc. 
penetrating odor the air of a closed 
room. In whlcb the tuberculous patient

Dur 
ing the past three years there have been 
128 breaks and the superintendent is 
authority for the statement that others 
are imminent at ai y time and at almost 
any place. The water commissioner in 
his annual report points to the necessity in 
the near future ol replacement with other 
and stronger material and indicates the 
year 1900 as a lime when appropriations 
should commence of at least 1 10.000 annu- 
ally and be continued until the wholesys- 
tem is renewed. It is well for other towns 
which own or are aliout to own their 
water plants to know from Woburn's ex- 
perience what they have to expect in the 
more or less remote luiure and so be pre- 
pared to meet the inevitable expense 
cheerfully.--(Wakefield Item.

Some Changes of Interest to Parents and 
Pupils— A Commercial Department Marks 
a Radical Innovation— Some new Appoint- 
ments of Teachers, Resignations and 
Transfers. 



boih in the teaching corps and in the 
organiiation ot the school* of the town. 
The change* in the High school will, per- 
haps, be most important, and may be 
mentioned thm. 

The organization of a commercial de- 
partment, which, however, can be com 
plrled only when the school is transferred 
to the new High school building, marks a 
radical change in the work heretofore re- 
quired. It is the purpose o{ the school 
committee to satisfy the reasonable wants 
of all classes of pupils. To this end, 
they offer four courses of study, each 
complete in itself, and arranged for a 
definite purpose. There seems to be no 
reason why our Hinh school should not 
give suitable preparation for pupils who 
wish to take a collegiate course in any of 
our New England colleges, a scientific 
course either at the Institute of Tech- 
nology or the Lawrence Scientific school 
in Cambridge, a commercial course, equal 
in every respect and superior hi most, to 
thai given I as the beat business colleges 
of our large cities, or a general course for 
boys and girls who have no definite plans 
for the future, but who wish agenuine all- 
round course of instruction in English 
branches that will prepare thewi for what- 
ever exigencies life has in store for them. 
Our commercial course includes, besides 
the usual High school branches, steno- 
graphy, type-writing, commercial arith- 
metic and commercial geography, busi- 
ness-law and book-keeping. Mr. fi. ' 
Greene, who has been placed in charge 
of the department, comes from the Mel- 
rose High school where he has earned the 
reputation of being one of the best com- 
mercial tench crs fit the state. His grad- 
uates have been in demand for positions 
in commercial houses, the demand often 
exceeding the supply. It is hoped that 
this department of High school work 
may attract a large number of the pres- 
ent members of the school and also many 
graduates who wish to add a knowledge 
of commercial branches to their other 
accomplishments. 

The ninth grade, which has been a 
part of the High school for several years, 
will for the present be quartered in the 
Wadleigh, where their work will be an 
extension of the Grammar school course, 
with such additions from the High school 
course as the pupil* are prepared to take. 
For the coming year the additions will be 
algebra and geometry. Two new

Solomon Pierce -Soldier of the 

Revolution. 

Among the early settlers in the town of 
Arlington were Solomon Pierce and hi* 
wife. Amity Feasenden. They were 
honored Wednesday, Sawt. i, by the 
dedication of a memorial monument 
erected by their descendants at their 
grave* in the old cemetery, Pleasant 
street, Arlington. Gathered about the 
spot were about two hundred of their de- 
scendants. The exercises began with 
singing and prayer by Kev. C. A. Staple* 
of Lexington. An historical address was 
then given by Prof. Arthur W. Pierce, 
principal of Dean Academy, at the close 
of which the monument was unveiled by 
two children of the sixth generation, 
Marion and Walter Pierce, four and three 
years old. Letters were read from Sen 
George V Hoar art! other descendants 
expressing regret at their inability to be 
present. Solomon Pierce was a soldier 
of the Revolution, wounded at Lexington, 
served at Bunker Hill, Captain 3rd Co . 
3rd Res;. M V M. 17*4. For many 
years after the war he lived in the so- 
called Amos Russell house, still standing 
on Circle Hill, Arlington Heights. Mr. 
Pierce died Oct , tSai, »tjrvivin«; his wile 
ten years. 

In the afternoon a family reunion was 
held at the old Pierce homestead on 

Circle Hill. Arlington Heights, where a 
collation wa* served under a large tent. 
It was voted to form a society to be 
called the Pierce organisation and a com- 
mittee of *even were chosen with Mr*, 
limes A. Bailey, chairman. Mrs. Bailey 
had been foremost 111 bringing about this 
happy occasion and the erection of the 
monument and a hearty vote of thanks 
was given her. 

Among the descendants from Winches- 
tar were: Mr. Charles D. Folaora, Mrs. 
Maty fc. Folsom, Miss Marion Deolev, 
Mrs. Lyrtii L. Blood, Mrs. Kliiabeth C. 
Locke. 

It is to be regretted that more of the 
descendant* of this town were no: pre* 
em as it wa* an occasion long to be

Popularity of Electric Railroad! 
. 

The first eleclnc railway man little 
understood that the -invention he was 
introducing was one which would increase 
the sum total of human pleasure more 
than any one thing in the century It 
was first, says the Springfield Republican, 
a mere question of human freight, going 
back and forth to their daily work. Cau- 
tiously and tentatively the lines were 
multiplied and extended into the country — 
to places which wouldn't possibly support 
lines of their own— and In tie by little the 
pleasure riding began. It was an interest- 
ing development. First came the com- 
petition of the bicycle ; for a time matters 
looked dark for pleasure use of the street 
car, and at the hight si this the receipts 
of a street railway on a rainy day were 
actually heavier than on a pleasant one. 
Then for some inscrutable reason the 
bicycle erase faded out and the trolley 
practically had the whole field to itself, 
1 1 seemed at first thai all this pleasure 
riding into the country was due to the 
novelty of the affair; but this idea soon 
wore away. The people liked to ride 
into fields and ihe great variety of routes 
that are offered now prevents the things 
from palling on the individual pleasure 
seeker. To-day street railway* make 
their money in the three summer months. 



The New Steamer to oe Given a 
Teat, 

A week from Saturday the rejuvenated 
steamer will be given a public test at the 
hydrant 00 Walnut street near Manchea 
ler Field. The steamer now looks as 
good as new, and It practically is as 
good a* when first built. How long the 
steamer will remain bright and fresh with 
the ammonia that permeates the present 
delapidated house is only the question of 
a very short time. Hie ammonia eats the 
paint off of the apparatus and soon 
causes it to look as if it was only worth 
a nickel. What is necessary is a new 
central fire station first and after that a 
hose house on the west side of the town. 
The hodge pr dge arrangement in the 
centre house at the present time with the 
constant deterioration of the fire apparatus 
from ammnnia are conditions that would 
not prevail in a new house and which are 
now quite expensive, not to speak of the 
discomforts of the men who are obliged 
to live in the house. The present central 
fire station, to say the least, is in a very 
wretched condition.

The special committee on im- 
proving the centre fire station 
and to consider the question of a 
host house for the west side of the 
town will soon come together for 
the purpose of ascertaining just 
what is needed. The centre house 
is, in a deplorable condition as all 
kn..w who have looked the premises 
o\er. The ammonia that arises 
from the soaked timbersof the wood- 
en building, while not absolutely 
dangerous to health, is particularly 
obnoxious to the firemen who are 
obliged to live and sleep in the 
house, and the conditions are such 
thUt the town should not keep its 
firemen there any longer than 
possible. The snimonia is par- 
ticularly damaging to the paint on 
the apparatus and also to the brass 
work and harness. 

It would appear to be good judg 
nient to hold the matter of a hose 
house in abeyance until the Ques- 
tion of the centre house has been 
solved in a satisfactory manner. It 
would be throwing money away to 
repair and alter the present house, 
and but postpone for a few years 
the erection of a suitable fire sta- 
tion With the arrangements 
made by the officials of the Boston 
& Maine railroad whereby the 
apparatus at times of fire are to 
have the right of way over the 
cros,siii>;, .there will be no further 
deny Trom this cause in reaching 
a Ire qn the west side of the town. 
There is oo department in this 
section (bat makes a quicker re 
sponseto »n alarm of fire than that 
of this town, so that but a few 
minutes is required to reach the 
thickly settled portion on the west 
siie. which is better protected to- 
d.i\ than it ever was.

The merchants' alleys are the para- 
dise of the stranger wbo visits Canton. 
China. The shops bare open fronts on 
either side the narrow lane, and every 
art and Industry, the homeliest trade 
and the mos, fascinating pursuit 
thrives In the dark passage. Black 
swinging signboards proclaim the busi- 
ness In characters of red or gold. Pan- 
demonium triumphs in a series of yells 
as the chairmen scream for pass room. 
The poles hit the pedestrian In the eye, 
and tbe mandarin joggles the strmiger. 
The native tilts bis bags hat sldewtse 
to avoid a crush, and often the coolies 
swing aslant In the alley or duck Into 
a store to avoid a catastrophe.

Some Candidates for Representa- 
tive. 



Winchester is a pretty quiet town these 
dava, at least politically. This does not 
apply solely to the present time, which 
is on the eve of the date when the cau- 
cuses are to be held, but includes past 
years. The trouble appears to be that 
Winchester men are too modest and do 
not care to publicly press their claims 
upon the attention of the voters as )s 
commonly done in places not many miles 
from here. Why politics should be 
livelv just now is the fact that we are to 
select a candidate for representative to 
the General Court for this year, and also 
because the successful man will undoubt- 
edly be the choice for next year, for be it 
remembered that Winchester is in a 
district made up with two wards ol Mad 
ford and that it is now our turn to fill the 
office for the neat two sessions of the 
Legislature, 

As a result of a tour of investigation 
the Star learns that there are several 
probable Republican candidates for the 
office. The voters would not perhaps 
learn of this fact through any statements 
these gentlemen might make, as they are 
too modest to appear to be seeking this 
office. Therefore the Star will state 
what It has gleaned from careful inquiry. 
Mr. S. W. Twombly is a candidate lor 
relection after filling the office for two 
years during the last term. Then there 
is Alfred S. Hall, Esq , who upon heme 
■questioned says he will stand for a 
nomination, but will make no contest 
to secure it. Geo. Chandler Coit, Esq., 
who is at present doing good work 
on the Board of Selectman, is also a 
candidate. If nominated and elected, 
the town would not in all probability loose 
his services. Another candidate is Charles 
I J Rooney, Ksq„ the present secretary 
of the Republican Town Committee. 
And dear readers, these are all the candi- 
dates we have heard of thus far, and a 
pretty able list of men they are. too. 

The (district being Republican, the 
Democratic leader* do not manifest a 
great deal ol interest in the Represent a, 
t)ve question, lyet they have good men 
whs are willing to make a try for the 
office. We have heard that Mr. John H. 
Carter, an energetic member of the 
Board of Selectmen, will be a candidate- 
Mr. Carter has had considerable en peri ence 
In the duties oi a legislator, and would no 
doubt fill that office as acceptably and as 
creditably as he now does the office ol 
town father. The only trouble is that hr 
Is on the minority side. 

Tbe caucuses are held — Republican on 
the evening of Sept. and the Demo- 
cratic on the evening of Sept. 14 .

Charles A. Cutter, assistant Librarian 
ot the Forbes Llbraiy, Northampton, 
since tSqs.idied suddenly at Walpnle. N. 
H., Monday. Mr, Cutler had been in 
poor health for some lime, and went to 
Walpole a week ago lot a short rest. He 
was 66 years old and a graduate ot Har- 
vard I' ni versify. 

Charles Ammi Cutter, a son of Caleb 
Cutter of Boston, was born March 14, 
1837, and his boyhood was passed in 
Charlesiown. He entered Harvard Col- 
lege in 1 St i and graduated in 1S55. Later 
he entered (he Cambridgedivlnity school, 
but while studying there he was called 
to assist in the college library, and was 
made assistant librarian In 1859. serving 
until 1S6S. In the latter year he became 
librarian of the Boston Athenaeum and 
served lor as years. 

In 1803 he went abroad and in the Au- 
tumn .if ihe same year he was appointed 
to the Forbes Library in Northampton, 
where he selected all the 60,000 books 
which It contains. Mr Cutler was the in- 
ventor of a catalogue system which ha* 
been quite generally adopted. 

He was editor of the Library Journal 
[rom tSSi 10 1893, and was also the au- 
thor of "Rules for a Dictionary Cata- 
l(i>ue"'and" I" he I vpinsifeOs^rkktioa.'' 
In i86j he married Miss Sarah Fayer- 
weather Appleton of Cambridge, by 
whom he had four sons, two ol whom 
are now living. Thev are Louis F. Cut- 
ter ol Salem and Roland N. Cutter of 
Winchester, both civil engineers in the 
engineering department of the city of 
Boston. A nephew, E. j. Culler, is as- 
sistant librarian of the Congressional Li- 
brary at Washington, D, C. 

The funeral, which was private, was 
held at the home of his son, Ronald N. 
Cutter, Rangeley, on Wednesday after- 
noon, and the burial was in Wildwoml 
C eme I erv.

On the oilier hand one who 
has learned the beauty ol the spirit of 
service and who is willing to defer to the 
rights and comfort of others, is always 
recognized as a person ol good breed- nj;, 
though he may be failing in the speech, 
dress and prescribed deportment of the 
fashionable world.

The wrong of sueb employ 
ment is too grievous to be palliated 
upon any considerations."

Governor Murphy should and doubtless 
will receive the warm support of all de- 
Cent and enlightened people 

The Carp Nuisance. 

Wisconsin Is now troubled, as some 
gtntea farther east hare been for years, 
by an Imported peat almost sa much 
disliked, although less In sight, than 
the English sparrow— namely, the Ger- 
man carp. Borne years ago tbe stag- 
bant waters of the state were stocked 
with these fish, which have propagated 
go extensively as now to form a posi- 
tive nuisance. The people of the^Jate 
pre disgusted with the carp, MfcS the 
fish cotuior»leilcrs admit that a mis- 
take was made In ever having any- 
thing to do with them. Streams which 
once were clear and abounded In the 
smaller bass, sunflsb ami perch, good 
fishing from morning till night for the 
•mall boys and the leisure population, 
are now csffee eulored and unrespon- 
sive to (he hook and line, while a seine 
brings up only the yellow and slate 
colored corp. They root about the bot- 
tom, stirring up mud, and. what Is 
more serious, eat the eggs of their 
better*.

When the large reduction in 
water rates is considered, it will be 
Been that property owners are pay- 
ing a smaller tax rate than they 
did a yt'^r ago when the rate was a 
dollar le^sthan it is this year. The 
water tax for the average house 
that has a single faucet, set tubs, 
closet, bath tub and set bowl is $7 
less than it was twelve months ago. 
so that with the increase of a 
dollar this year over last, owners 
of houses are now actually paying 
in less to the town. The inhabi- 
tants of Winchester get. their 
water cheaper than do those of 
surrounding cities and towns, and 
furthermore the receipts from water 
rates are ample to pay the running 
expenses of the water system, 
without any special appropriations.

Hallways in the Parks 



A matter of much importance to Bos- 
ton and its suburbs is the construction 
ot a railway through ihe metropolitan 
park system. This has been agitated for 
some years and it has been argued lhat 
only through the construction of such a 
line can the citizens of moderate means 
and their families really see or enjoy 
the great park system. 

A petition that a metropolitan parks 
railway be constructed through the 
metropolitan park system was heard by 
ihe committees on metropolian affairs 
and street railways sitting jointly. The 
absence of any serious opposition was 
taken as a sign by Ihe joint committee 
that such a railway was desired by the 
public. At the same time the committee 
believed in moving slowly in regard to 
this matter, and the result of their delib- 
eration was the reporting of a bill authoi- 
Izing the metropolitan park commission 
lo make investigation. 

The new act, as approved by the gover- 
nor on March 7, reads as follows: 

"The board of metropolitan park com- 
missioners shall report to Ihe next gener- 
I al court as to Ihe advisability of e«!al> 
I lishint; a metropolitan park railway 
through the whole uf parts of the metro- 
politan park system and other parks in 
the cities and towns within the metropol- 
itan park district, and shall submit an 
estimate of the probable cost of construc- 
tion and operation of the railway and a 
statement of the best route therefor, and 
shal< suggest the rules and regulations- 
under which such railway should be 
maintained.'' 

It mighl have been well for the legis- 
lature lo have determined by what period 
in the session this report should have 
been made. The park commissioners, 
however, will undoubtedly not lake ad 
vantage ol the phraseology of the act but 
will report in time for action if they deem 
a railway advisable — [Practical Politics. 

Massachusetts Electrics 

The Massachusetts Electric companies 
was formed in May. i8t/>. Jl controls 
the Boston & Northern and the Old 
Colony. The Boston Sc Northern com- 
prises the lines of the Massachusetts 
Electric companies north of boston, 
embracing about 440 miles. The Old 
Colony consolidated system operates 379 
miles, comprising lines south of boston. 
The Boston & Northern was the Lvnn & 
Boston, but on July J 3, 1901. the name 
was changed to the present title. The 
Lynn & boston was incorporated under 
the laws of Massachusetts m 1S59 In 
I 1900 it absorbed the Gloucester, which 
had previously absorbed the Rockport 
and the Wakefield & Stoneham, which 
had absorbed the Woburn & Reading, 
the Salem & Wakefield, and the Reading 
& Lowell. In 1901 it acquired the Beverly 
& Danvers. and absorbed the Lowelf, 
Lawrcnie & Haverhill, and the Nor.h 
Woburn slieet railways. The Lowell, 
Lawrence 01 Haverhill had been con 
sohdated with tne Lowell & Suburban 
the latter had previously received author, 
ity to lease the Nashua street railway.

Til" agricultural department nt Wash- 
ington baa sent an expert to the racific 
coast to Investigate the 1 iblts ami gen- 
eral appetite of a new worm which 
has made Its appearance In the Walla- 
srallo valley. 

It la probably tbe most remarkable

EDUCATING OYSTERS. 



Ihr Hi. 

•air— Art Taaaal Some Seas*. 

"A school for oysters." said a dealer 
In flab. 'Is no Institution that you 
would swear could not exist, for oys- 
ters are notorious for their stupidity. 
It is. however, a fact that there are 
many oyster schools. I will explain 
them to you In such a way thnt you 
will believe lu them. An oyster s intel- 
ligence Is limited, but still It has intel- 
ligence. Years ago certain wise fish 
dealers discovered that if you take an 
oyster suddenly from its suha<|ueous 
bed It opens Its shell, whereupon the 
life giving water Inside It all escapes 
ami the oyster dies. But If you ex- 
pose an oyster to tbe air gradually, 
lifting it out of the water for a few 
minutes and then returning it again. It 
gradually learns that to keep its shell 
clotuM when out of the water Is the 
best thing fur Its health These Inves- 
tigators found that they i-ould take two 
oysters, one trained and one titurnlned. 
and the trained uysier. keeping Its shell 
clus»tl while out of the water, would 
live a long time, while the untrained 
one. oiienlng Its shell, would die In a 
few hours. Then-fore training schools 
for oysters were established. The 
schools nre In appearance nothing more 
than reservoirs full of water. Oysters 
nre put In them, nnd the w ater Is drain- 
ed off and then returned again. It Is 
kept off for a few minutes at first, then 
for ten minutes, then for half an hour 
and so on. Oyatcrs In these schools 
learn that they will live longest and 
keep healthiest out of water If they 
hold their shells light shut. As soon as 
they learn this they are graduated and 
go ont Into tbe worl<L"-Philndelpbla 
Record,

Trial ol Hew Fire Engine 

Last Saturday afternoon at three 
o'clock the fite whittle announced to the 
cltiiens of the town that thelrial ol the 
new fire engine would take place. The 
engine was built in 1S71 and has been in 
the service of the town evel since. Be- 
tween that tint- and April, 1903. the 
engine ha* had two new boilers, and 
nutm.ous other repairs have been made 
upon it from time to time. Lart Vjrch 
il wa* deemed advisable either to pur 
chaae an entire new engine or else to 
have the old one thoroughly renovated. 
The lalter course war choaen and about 
the first of April the engine was shipped to 
the American Locomotive Co.. Manches- 
ter N H„ where she was rebuilt. Prac- 
tically the only parts of the old engine 
left are the pumps. <*ir chamber and 
aales. She has been fitted with a new 
boiler, new gauges, a crane neck, a 
trong two foot brake, poles lor two and 
three horses and new wheels

The engine drew the water from 
the river, a rift of 1-4 feel, made 355 
revolutions and pumped 650 gallons of 
waler per minute. 

Various different stream* were tried, 
some acroas wind and some against wind. 
All these trials were eminently salt*- 
faclorv and came up to the" highest 
expectations of the Kngineer*. 

The engine opened up in 7 1-4 minutes, 
attained, while plaving the stream, pres- 
sure of tl 5 pounds and water pressure of 
120 pounds. She blows off at 1 19 pounds.

L»»t Saturday afternoon, at before 
staled, the engine was drawn to Man- 
cheater Held and there made ready for the 
test. It had been previously arranged by 
the Hoard of Kngineer* that an. alarm of 
fire should he sounded in the vicinity of 
three o'clock and Mr. Wilson, editor 01 
the Star, was invited by them to ring it in. 
At three or thereabouta Mr. Wilson gave 
the alarm and the hook and ladder 
truck responded immediately, reaching 
the field in the short time of 1 tnin. J 
seconds and Host 3 in 3 min. 30 set. 
lticnat be borne in mind that only 
the Kngineer* and--Mr. Wilson knew 
of the plan retathT to blowing the 
whistle and so the men deserve credit 
for the fail time made. 

After the hose had been laid and all 
waa in readiness for the trial. Chief 
Symmes gave the signal tn light the fire, 
under the boiler, and Kngineer Badger 
took the time. At time of starting, the 
boiler was cold and i-i full of water.

Work on Hew High School Build- 
ing Being; Pushed. 

The new High school building i* going 
up with a rush these day* and as Ihe 
work progresses on the massive budding 
the people are given an idea how it 
will look when completed. Tne proper 
tiona of the building and its ornamen 
tation cannot justly be appreciated unlit 
then-itside staging is removed, which will 
be in a few weeks. About 100 men are 
employed at the present time, bricklayers, 
stone masons, carpenter, plumbers, elec- 
tricians and coppersmiths. The roof has 
been about laid and the brick-work on 
the top walls is nearly ready for the 
ornamental copper coping. Of course il 
there had not been delay in wating fo. 
Ihe face htii k. the building mighl have 
been nearer completion, yet this is bv no 
means certain, as the contractors have 
been straining every nerve to make up 
for the lost time. By early next spring 
the L adding it is now thought will be 
ready for occupancy. 

Plans of the grading have been pre- 
pared by Engineer D. W. Pratt, and 
these are in Ihe hands of contractors who 
are preparing estimates. The grading 
will extend from the Washington street 
end ol the lot and continue to a point 

I just below theold stable at present on 
the tot. When this work is commenced, 

I which will be in a few weeks, this build 
ing will be removed. The contractor 

I paid *75 for the temporary use of the 
stable. As the building committee have 
no jurisdiction over the house on the lot 
fronting on Main street. Ihe grading could 
not be carried to the latter street, bul 

' '.he engineer in making surveys included 
the entire lot. so tti.it when the house is 

1 removed the work can be continued uni- 

1 formly throughout. The house, which it 
now paying a rental of some f.30 a month, 
can only be removed by a vole of the 

1 town and in view of Ihe money no* 

j being received it is not known how soon 
the town will take action on this question. 

! Of course the best effects of the new 
school building cannot be fully deter- 
mined Irom Main street until this is done. 

The main entrance, as all know who 
have looked the building over, is on 
Washington street. There will be a 
second entrance from the parkway, ii 
this scheme is not blocked, as il it said 
some one is trying to do. 1 his entrance 
will be reached bv an eight-foot path 
which, after extending a few feet, will 
branch off in either direction and ap- 
proach the steps in gracelul curves. The 
sleep grade at the commencement of the 
divided walks will be overcome by three 
or four granite steps. Shrubbery wi 1 
give Ihis approach a tasty and handsome 
setting off. Some persons have also 
suggested beds of flowers. 

I lie committee propose to have the 
grading all completed by Nov. tst„ so 
that by next spring it can be sowed to 
grass and the shruhliery set out. This 
work will be commenced as soon a* the 
contractor remove* the staging and cleats 
the ground of the material stored there. 

When Ihe Unitarian Church nra? 
being built, critics were profuse in the 
opinion that it was loo squatty, the color 
of the stone waa not in good taste, and 
somehow things did not harmonize. As 
soon as the grading was done then the 
church stood out 111 its tiue architectural 
proportions and since that time it has 
been one of the show places ol the town, 
and has been frequently quoted as a 
pattern for the High school building. 
The grading makes all the difference in 
the world regarding the looks of a 
building, and the STAR ventures the pre 
diction that when this is done all those 
persons who are now disposed to tind 
fault will unite in saying that Winches- 
ter has one of the handsomest school 
buildings to be seen in this section and 
due credit will be freshly given the com- 
mittee, who have given so much of their 
time and worked so hard to make the 
building a credit to the town and them 
selves. 

The construction of the building is 
massive and thorough in every respect, 
only the best material entering into its 
composition. It is not fireproof and so 
far as we have heard there ia no school 
building in the country that is justly 
entitled to tie known as such. All lhat 
can be said is that such precautions have 
been adopted to guard against fire as the 
architect and building committee could 
incorporate into ihe structure with the 
money at their disposal, and in th's re 
gard the High school will lie as safe 
from fire as the modern school house of 
the present time.

The death of the Rett, Oliver K. 
Clark, one of the honorary mem. 
ben of this society, anil for nearly 
forty years a well-known anil promi- 

nent citizen of Winchester, is. I 

lone; will lie, felt as a very great 
loss, not only to us his associates in 
historical work, hut to with? circles 
of his business and social relations. 

From his warm interest in the 
Historical an I < ietiealo^ical Society, 
his " hVtiiiniscciices." in part al- 
ready published, hut in larger part 
t«i have been furnished in the future, 
is well as from his larjje intelli- 
gence ii|inii the leading features of 
the town's history, we have alntn- 
dant reason to expect much. 




From the period of the * Wo- 
burn (rates " and the early enter- 
jiriscs of S. S. liii-lmtiUi.il in I ■■ 
tn the date of his removal, or rather 
his return, to his native place, 187H, 
he was, doubtless, more familiar 
with the formative influences and 
the pragma* of the social and civil 
affairs of Winchester than any 
other citizen. Cub hi 11 tally active 
and alert to discern and to do what 
he conceived Ui lie of value to the 
public welfare, he rapidly attained 
and constantly iniiinr lined promi- 
nence in all his religious and civil 
relations. 

At the funeral services in Tewks- 
bury on the eighth of March, a 
large delegation of Winchester 
citizeus, iui liiding our towu officials, 
were present in testimony of the 
reirard in which he is still held by 
those who knew him here, where 
the ripest portion of his active life 
had been devoted to public and 
social trust-.. 

Although a native of Tewksbury 
and a resident of that town for the 
past thirteen years or .more, aud 
highly esteemed them for hU many 
virtues, vet it secured to us of Win- 
chester that these obsequies would 
liave been more profoundly im- 
pressive in this .1111:111 \ than in 

that, for we had much the larger 
sham in the memories which re- 
lated to his best work in life. 

The town itself, at the period of 
its incorporation, was largely in- 
debted to his energetic efforts aud 
wakeful diligence in the several 
exigencies involved, conflicts encoun- 
tered, and hanl work to be done. 
He was upon the committee chosen 
to present to the Legislature the 
petition for incorporation, after he 
had induced the towu of Wol.ui u. 
ou the occasion described in The 
Record, vol. 1, fp. 3U. 315, to 
consent to the division. - upou fair 
and equitable tern - And from 
that day onward his name was con- 
nected with the Luge proportion of 
the more proinib -nt public measure* 
of the town. Fnr ten yean he 
served upon the Board of Select- 
inert, for twenty yean as one of the 
' eiaetery committee. He also rep- 



resented the towu in the Legis- 
lature in 1849. and the district 111 
the Senate in 180 1 and 18t>4. In 
the hitter vear be was chairman of 
the first committee appointed upon 
horse-railways, for the first time 
distinguished from steam-railways 
as a branch of special legislation. 

He was appointed a jn*ti f tin- 
peace in 1835; was made a life- 
member uf the Massachusetts ( 'hnri- 
table Mechanic Association in 185!t; 
in 18»I;1 was one of the commis- 
sioners to settle the claims of the 
lion. Kilwanl Kverett again-t tin 
Mystic Watvr Works ; was one of 
the original trustees of the Woburn 
Five Cents Savings Hank ; was 
elected member of the New Kng- 
land Historic. ( icncalogica] Society 
in 18K0, and at the time of his 
death was one of the trustees of the 
State Almshouse and State Welti 
house. 

In the Firet Congregational 
Church and Society he was eiptally 
active and prominent : a deacon for 
eighteen years, a superintendent of 
the Sabbath-school for fifteen 
years, and a practical man of affairs, 
ready to give system and force to 
secular measures, and wakeful as 
well as diligent in all that pertained 
to the spiritual welfare of the 
church and community ; earnestly 
patriotic in our national interests 
and ready far every occasion de- 
manding prompt activity and pcr- 
sist.-nf fidelity. 

He was one of those, rare in any 
community, who are sought for 
such prominent positions uot from 
any warmth of afT.s-tiouate regard 
or special social advantages so 
much as from the strong impres- 
sion he produced of his honestv of 
purjMise. purity of intention, and 
assured energy of action in what- 
ever he undertook. 

He was felt to be a power, estima- 
ted and respected as such, of high 
value in f he execution nf the wishes 
of his fellow-citizens, considerately 
j expressed and with undoubted eour- 
I age aud ability to combat measures 
1 of doubtful justice or propriety. 
He was born in Tewksbury, 
Mass., March Hi. 181!*, ami was 
the son of Deacon Oliver Clark, 
who was born also in Tewksbury, 
December 28. 1779. and was a 
direct descendant of the Rev. 
Thomas Clark, who was born in 
Boston in 1U52, graduated at Har- 
vard College in H.77. and died in 
1TD4. 

L'pon his mother's side ( Abby 
Richardson ) he was a direct de- 
scendant from Thomas Riclwrdsou, 
who came from bCnglaud in Hi41 
and settled in what was first 
WaterhVld, then Charlestown 
Village, anil ultimately Woburn, 
1 his name appearing upon the map 
j in vol. ii of The Record ( frontis- 
piece). 

F'rom this vigorous stock he 
derived strength of Isidv and mind, 
along with firmness of religious 

1 principle ami a distinctive energy oi 
character.

Mr. Hark received a common, 
school education, supplemented by 
one term in the Phillitni Academy. 
Andover. and two tenns at the Wti- 
buru Academy. But hi* education 
was vigorously progressive through 
oat his life, as he was a diligent 
reader ami extensive traveller 
within theliinita of his own country. 
His favorite books, next to hi* 
Bible, were those uf biography and 
fiction, thus gaining the nutritive 
force of historical character and 
knowledge of the world, as other 
men have found it in their varied 
experience, and the refreshing stimu- 



lus of fancied life as conceived by 
our best novelist*. 

His earliest effort in the direction 
of business plans was to gain the 
trade of shocmakitig, and to this 
end he entered the shop and 
family of S. S. Richardson in 1 884i 
but soon after his marriage, ia 
1840, he engaged in the business 
of his father-in-law, Mr. Stephen 
Cutter, and becoming a member of 
the firm of S. H. Cutter & Co., he 
from that time to the date of his 
death continued to deal in and 
manufacture mahogany and otlwr 
foreign woods and veneen, at first 
with a mill here at Cutter Village, 
as well as a store in Boston, and 
eventually both store and mill in 
Boston. In late years the business 
was conducted under the linn of 
Clark ,& Smith, well known to our 
citu.-ns generally. 

Firemen Make Remarkably Good

Kngineer f'ili|(crald had arranged 
to supply the essentials to the it st tiy pull- 
ing in tn alarm at this box, and so he in- 
vited the editor 10 do the pulling act. 
The entire sclirme was kept a secret 
f mm the firemen, so that an opportunity 
could be afforded to see how iiuick the 
apparatus would respond. It wa* about 
seven minutes of three when the conspira- 
tors reached the box, and there being a 
Woburn car coming down Main street 
it was thought advisable to let it get out 
ol the way before the hook in Ihe box 
was pulled Kniineer piit^errld did not 
believe in taking the possible risk of 
having the apparatus dashing through 
the street when the car was in ihe square 
taking on and discharging passengers, so 
it was just five minutes 01 three when tite 
editor, with considerable trepidation, 
opened the box and pulled down Ihe hook. 
There was the noise of the whirr of 
wheels within and almost instantly the 
bell on the engine house commenced to 
sound the alarm. Where nil had been 
serenity in the square a second befors 
there was now animation, and bustle and 
confusion. Men, boys and girl* com* 
menced to run toward the engine house 
and in quicker time than It takes to tell, 
the clanging gongs of the approaching 
apparatus wa* heard and then an ...stiBt 
laiar the galloping horses came around 
the corner, follce Officer Dotten in the 
meantime having held hack approaching 
teams so that the track might be clear. 
Engineer f itagerald directed the driver* 
to the Manchester Field and before the 
last round hart been sounded the ap- 
paratus was on the field. Almost on the 
heel* of the centre apparatus came hose 
wagon No. 3 driver DvCourceydexterinu*. 
ly handling the ribbons and he reached 
I the field in just three and one half min- 
I utes after the alarm was pulled. The 
quarters of this hose company are on 
bwamon street, whic h is nearlv a mile 
frcm Walnut street, so that a fair ide* 
ran be gained of the quick time made, 
Mr. DcCourcey was entirely ignorant of 
the proposed sending in of an alarm and 
wa* showing guests over the house when 
the gong commenced to strike. Al the 
centre house Driver Noonan was taking 
a fireman from Woburn over the upper 
part of the house, while Driver Met aithy 
was down in the cellar aitenaing to his 
duties. Wt have seen many quick r j« 

sponses to alarms for fires in the II a 

department in years past but we never 
have witnessed better time made in get- 
ting onto the street than lhat by our 
local department last Saturday afternoon 
If there is ■ weak spot in our fire servite it 
is not in getting the apparatus off to a fire. 
And a singular thing in connection wilb 
bringing the department out waa that the 
editor was not arrested fot ringing in a 
false ala rm lor fire.

He it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representative* in lienernl Court 
assemhled, and hy the authority ul 
the same, as follows ! 

Section forty of chapter one hundred 
and twelve of the Hevised List is here- 
by amended by inserting afler the word 
" require," in line four, the wools :— sub- 
ject to the approval, revision or alteration 
of the board of railroad commissioners, 
— so as to read a* follow*:— 

Section 40. The board of aldermen or 
the selectmen shall from time to time 
establish such regulations as the rate of 
speed and as to the mo.te of use oi the 
track* within their city or town as Ihe in- 
terest and convenience of the public may 
require subject to the approval, revision 
or alteration of the board of railroad 
commissioners: and a street railway com- 
pany whose servants or agents wilfully or 
negligently violate any such regulation 
shall forfeit not more than five hundred 
dollars for ea ch off«nc*%

Dinner Which Won t Spill and Can 
Be t aril *■ n M.a.drp. 

With the ordinary type of milk dipper 
considerable difficulty Is often expe- 
rienced on account of Its awkward 
_ ahnpe. The nsunl 

construction com- 
prises a cup and 
H lung handle, 
by means of 
which the milk 
may be dipped 
up from the can 
and poured into 
tbe Wtle* or 
measures. The 
cup. as a rule, 
cannot be filled 
to the brim tie- 
entiae a large 
(liiantlty of milk 
la apt to be 
spilled In remov- 
ing and emptying 
the dipper. 

We Illustrate 
herewith a milk 
dipper which Is 
provided with s 
tightly fltttog lid 
This may be 
opened by draw 
tng together two 
levers on the 
hsndle. As soon 
rs the dipper has 
been filled to Its 
full extent the 
trwiotra; milk dippicjl levera are re- 
leased and the 
lid drops down under spring pressure 
to closed position. The dipper mny then 
be carried to the point desired without 
danger of spilling the contents. 

When the dipper 1* to be emptied 
the levers are ngnln pressed, opening 
tbe cover, and the milk run bp poured 
out. aa usual. Thus It will tie seen that 
the dipper may also serve as a measure 
for the quantity taken from tbe can, 
since It mny always be filled to the 
limit without danger of spilling.

The 
round hat, such ns Ken FrnnkMn wore, 
was taken to Paris from this country 
by the young officers who fought for 
our independence under Rochamheau 
and Lafayette. It met with great fa 
ror there.

Colonel Parker points ont that, while

fect. An Inspection, for Instance, la 
now going on by army officers to deter- 
mine In each state the strength and 
effli-.-n.-? of the mllltta. How large an 
undertaking this Is alone may tie gatb 
ered from the fact that there are In 
the nnlional guard of llaJJOO men and 
offleera over 2.3IJU companies stationed 
Id 1.1M town*. As the reports from 
the various states come In, showing the 
of H— ItlUll militia, the new 
ie gims and equipment* are, 
np<ja the requisition of the governor, 
shipped to replace the old arms. 

In general, the attitude of the states 
toward the in n law Ik utie of entbust- 
aatl. 1 approval, and they are all ar- 
ranging tn comply with the require- 
ment that each year every organism I im 
•hall have at leait twenty-four drills 
and Ave days' Held service. It la be- 
lieved that many young men who 
would not otherwise enter the national 
guard will now do so In order to ac- 
quire the training that will qualify 
them to compete for placea on the war 
department roll of eligible volunteer 
officers. Thus a new and valuable ele- 
ment will enter the ranks, raising the 
stnndard of the personnel. Colonel 
Parker trusts that we may presently 
see the acquisition by the government 
of several tracts of land which will 
permit the i xct-utlon of maneuvers by 
the army and national guard on a large 
•cale. The main dlfflcnlty Is the ex- 
pense, for In the more thickly settled 
Mates land snltable for the purpose 
ennnnt be bought In trarts of 20,000 
to 30.000 acre*, for less than $50 to 
$100 an acre. 

Prominent among the advantages of 
the net are the great Improvement In the 
efficiency of the national guard which 
will undoubtedly result as a conse- 
quence of governmental supervision 
and aid, better arms and equipment and 
more thorough training, nnd, above alt, 
the formation of a competent system of 
national defense without the necessity 
Of maintaining a large standing army, 
which la undesirable under ■ repub- 
i of government.

The St. Louis 
An Interesting question Is raised In 
the demand of the secretary of war 
upon the owners of the Merchants' 
bridge at 8t. Isolds to show cause why 
the charter should not be forfeited for 
violation of the conditions under which 
the grant was 



At the time the charter was grunti-d 
the Eads bridge enjoyed an absolute 
monopoly of communication across the 
Mississippi and was charging tolls 
which the public considered excessive. 
So strong waa the feeling that It wns 
Insisted that the charter for the 
new competing bridge should contain 
clauses for the revocation of the grant 
If the owners consolidated with any 
other bridge company, entered Into any 
pooling ngreemeut or Its officers be- 
enme the cunt-era of the other bridge 
corporation. The Terminal association, 
composed of the railroads entering St. 
Louis, is said to have acquired control 
i.f luilli the Kml- mid the Merchants' 
bridges. It imposes a charge of £.1 
cents utHsn every passenger, whether he 
walks or rides, and $1.2~i upon every 
frelgbt ear. This tax upon transpon- 
tine traffic has resulted In the creation 
of the town or East St Louis, although 
upon a swamp, because manufacturers 
desired to escape the toll. 

The outcome of the pending litiga- 
tion, lu which the validity and wisdom 
or the antlmonopoly provision of the 
charter are to be tested, will be awaited 
with general Interest. While the ques- 
tion Is vital to St. I^juls. It Is of con- 
cern to the rest of the country by rea- 
son of the principle Involved.

Erlltty In Memorials. 

The proposition of the city of Hono- 
lulu to erect a monument to the late 
President McK!n*ey In the form of a 
lighthouse at the entrance pf its har- 
bor Is to be commended. As It w* 
under the administration of President 
McKlnloy that Hawaii came Into the 
American I'nion It sevens eminently 
fltrlug that he should be 
»-ated there. The proposed 
tower would not only serve as a most 
appropriate monument but also a pur- 
pose of dally utility, its service to man 
being In Itself • perpetual act of com- 
memoration. 

The very finest sort of monument Is 
that which combines with the com- 
memorative fuuctlon that of utility. 
The Idea should grow tn popularity. In 
various ways It has long Iw-en followed. 
We have memorial libraries, schools, 
churches, hospitals, drinking fountains, 
bridges and public parks There Is no 
reason why it should not be still far- 
ther extended to anything that may be 
monumentally beautiful and at the 
same time generally useful for the com- 
munity. A monumental lighthouse 
tower, for instance, might be made as 
Impressive and stately a landmark as 
were It simply n commemorative shaft 
without further significance. It would 
bring the name of the |a.rson commem- 
orated to the mind of every sailor 
whose ship !t should guide safely into 
port and to every passenger who 
should fare therein. 

A lighthouse monument Is something 
not entirely new. The lighthouse at the 
Havana Morro castle, for Instance, 
marking the entrance to the harbor. Is 
known ns the O'lk.nncll tower, In com- 
memoration of the distinguished Span- 
ish ^en,-r;il ■•Hie L'Et | rE ei I ii general of 
Cuba. The colossal Ho rf hold I statue In 
New York harbor, "Liberty Enlighten- 
ing the World." wns Intended to serve 
as a beacon, although Its service In 
that position la not of the utility that 
It might have had upon another site. 
The recent action of Honolulu, bow- 
ever, suggests the possibility of an ad- 
mirable nnd general application of the 
Idea. Why would It trot he well to 
make all the lighthouses that are here- 
after hullt. partlctilnrly when they oc- 
cupy conspicuous sites on frequented 
psrta of our coasts, truly monumental 
nnd commemorative of historic per- 
sonalities whose memories deserve to 
be perpetuated In enduring nnd con- 
crete form? The additional cost for 
the lighthouses would lie comparatively 
little, while a saving would be effected 
lu special appropriations for monu- 
ments pure and simple that otherwise 
might he called for. The suggestion 
which comes from our mid- Pacific pos- 
session Lb on the whole a good one.

Annual Meeting of the Boatoc 
East Baptist Association. 

IfThe Baptists of Winchester had quite

Yellowstone Park and its Won- 
derful Attractions. 



City and the Black Hills.

Having seen all Lhat was of interest at 
the Lower Geyser. Basin, the coaches were 
taken early in the morning for the L'ppc* 
Geyser tiasin. Mefore writing mure of 

the park, it might be well to give a few 
words about the animals that one en- 
counters during the journey thiough the 
park. In the nrst place a person carrying 
aguo or a firearm of any description who 
is going directly through the park is 
obliged to have it registered and sealed 
at im- entrance to trie reservation, and at 
each station, of which there ate several, 
he is obliged to report and show the gun. 
li a pcrsuu intend;, to enter and leave by 
the same entrance, the gun is taken from 
him and returned when going out 

The wild animals met with are deer, 
moose, elk, mountain lion, bear and ante- 
lope, bear and deer being quite common. 
'1 He latter do not know tear of man, con- 
sequenlly they take no notice ol the 
coaches and their occupants, feeding un- 
concernedly at the sides of the roads, 
merely looking up at the coaches as they 
pass by. Great black and cinnamon 
bears can be seen prowling around in 
the thicket, or more frequently ahout 
the tent of some camper, who is perhaps 
away from home fishing. A large black 
fellow stood on his hind legs in the 
middle of the road ahead of as, one day. 
and as the horses came to a stop, he 
looked at us a moment and then lumbered 
away. 

"Seeing the bears" at the hotels is a 
part of the show. These animals are 
natural scavengers and the swill from the 
hotels is carted 10 the edge of the woods, 
some quarter of a mile away and left 
there, t'ue bears know it is coming and 
come out of the woods in the early even- 
ing and eat it. The guests Hand off at a 
respectable distance and watch the sport. 
They do not n.ind the people, but if one 
attempts to approach too near, they will 
again take to tne woods and not return 
until long in the.night. They eat every- 
thing and solve the garbage problem for 
the hotels in a novel way. 

"Seeing the bears" share attention 
with the many other curiosities. 

Upper Geyser Basin embraces an area 
of about four square miles and contains 
26 geysers and 400 hot springs. Here 
grouped within the narrow apace of a 
square mile are the grandest and 
mightiest gevsers known, and silent pools 
ol scalding water that for beauty of form- 
ation and delicacy oi coloring are simply 
marvellous. A short lime ago a woman 
slipped and fell into a geyser, and not 
wttnstanding that she was immediately 
taken ftom the water, she died in two 
hours, literally scalded. Clouds of vapor 
hang over the valley, and seen from a 
distance reminds one ol a manufacturing 
centre. Here is situated the principal 
gc> serin the park and unquestionably 
the greatest curiosity in the world of this 
nature. Every 63 minutes ( with rarely a 
variation of hvc minutes ) day and night, 
summer and winter, this wonderful freak 
of nature Rives its exhibition. A column 
of water two feet in diameter is forced 
upwar'l to a height of 150 feeWwheie it 
remsins apparently stationary *or about 
three minutes. After seeing <Jld Faithful 
we feel that we have obtained a pretty 
good insight to all kinds of geysers and 
we are now mote prepared to consider 
the other attractions. The oiRht was 
passed here in tents. They contained 
sis apartments each with a hall through 
the middle and at the end was a wood 
stove which kept the tent warm at night. 
Good comfortable beds were furnished 
and plenty of bed clothing. The next 
morning when we turned out the glass 
was at jo and the ground frozen. Meals 
were served in a log cabin and rough 
board dining room nearby. This place 
is known as " Larry's." 

He is a full blooded Irishman and for 
business reasons hasn't forgutleii any of 
his brogue. He kept everybody in good 
humor. " We haven't the style of Fifth 
avenue, but the prices are the same," 
" There's the grub boys, hit er hard," 
" Ladies, come this way and take the 
elevator," ''Each one lake one seat and 
as much food as you can get,'' "The fish 
are all fresh and the chambermiids are 
still fishing, so eat all you want." "Let 
her go cotfee" ( to the waiters when all 
were seated.) These and like expressions 
flow from Larry's tongue as easily as 
water from a geyser. The best food and 
the best table service In the park was 
met with at "Larry's." At this place is 
being built a splendid hotel on original 
and unique lines. It is built of logs, the 
foundation is faced with large, heavy 
stone. The building will have 150 rooms 
and each room is practically a lev cabin 
by itself. It is built of stone and round 
about the office on the second floor is a 
gallery. It is one of the most unique 
designs I ever saw. It will cost at least 
1 1 00.000. 

After a ride of 19 miles, Thumb Bay is 
reached shortly before noon where an 
appetizing lunch was served. This place 
is situated on the shores of Yellowstone 
Lake. The lake view is fine, extending 
for many miles. It is the largest body 
of water of its altitude. 7,781! feet, la the 
world, its area being about 150 square 
miles. One of the principal tributaries 
of the Missouri river takes li> hac in 
this lake. There are some western peo- 
ple who claim that the Mississippi is only 
a tributary to the Missouri ; if that is so, 
that great river starts from Yellowstone 
Lake. After a visit to this lake a man 
can indulge in any kind of a fish yarn 
and we will be inclined to believe him. 
The Ash, silver and salmonjtrout, are seen 
in countless numbers from the shore, aod 
we only wished tnat Mr. Charles A. Lane 
and his genial fishing companions had 
been there enjoying the sport. A half 
hour, however, would be ample time 
before the jest wore off, as lines with two 
flies on them pulled up two trout as soon 
as the hooks touched the water. One 
tourist caught joo trout the day before 
our arrival, tt was wanton slaughter, as 
the fish were thrown to the bears. Thev 
are beauties— we saw one oi them taken 
from the water, about ten inches in 
length and handsomely speckled. Close 
by where he was caught there was just 
beyond the shore a rock rising a few feet 
above the water. Hot Spring Cone, which 
was a boiling hot fountain so that one 
on catch a trout, drop u, hook and line, 
into this boiling water and cook it. This 
is actually true. 
At Thumb Bay is a natural bridge and 
, a small creek. This inierestinit 
1 ol stone is some 40 feet high and 



six feet wide, its abutments oeing about 
jo feet apart. A great curiosity Is the 
Mud Geyser situated at the base of a 
cliff, it is a funnel-shaped crater 30 feet 
in depth, formed by mud ejected from 
below through a cove like opening out of 
which a sickening, lead-colured mud of 
the consistency il soft mortar is constant 
Iv belched, accompanied by dull, muffled 
sounds, aod in a manner at once repulsive 
and f acsinaling. It was here in 1898 that 
visitors were treated to the most violent 
eruptions of the volcano ever witnessed. 
The mud plastered trees in the vicinity 
are still in evidence of the terrific explo- 
sion. It is a horrible looking place. 

Theie is a mountain of sulphur consist- 
ing ol a group of isolated hills or "buttes," 
each about ijo feet high, at the base of 
whkh is a sulphur spring, the fumes from 
which are exceedingly disagreeable. The 
spring measures 15x10 feet, aad the basin 
is built up with a solid rim of pure crys- 
tallized sulphur four feet in width. A 
cliff of volcanic glass (obsidian j is a re- 
remarkable curiosity. The road at the 
base of this cliff was built of this glass 
thrown down in blocks and a fire built 
over it, thus breaking it up into small pieces 
and making an excellent road. Our day's 
ride ends at the Lake Hotel, and brings 
us once more to the water's edge. 

Next in attraction to the geysers, there 
comes the great falls and grand c>nyon. 
The falls are 140 feet in height, striking a 
shelving rock formation, and shooting 
out rocket like columns, which you plain- 
ly see from the top where you are stand- 
ing. Looking down the canyon, Point 
Lookout is seen rising from 1200 to 1500 
feel above the river. Almost directly 
opposite is Artist's I'oint, so called from 
being the position selected by Thomas 
Moran from whicii to paint his celebrated 
picture of the canyon, now hanging in the 
the nation's capital at Washington. 

The following taken from the Century, 
written by K. T Maker, gives a fair idea 
of the Grand Canyon : 

'• Imagine, if you can— but you never 
can — a mighty cleft in level earth a 
third of a mile wide, its brink sharp, 
precipitous, teaching more than 1200 tect 
downward, sometimes almost perpendic 
ular, sometimes banked with huge heaps 
o: talus or buttressed with spindling 
p.nnacles and towers often surmounted J 
with eagle nests, and all painted, glow 1 
ing with the richest color— vast patches 
of yellow and orange, streaktngs of red 
and blue, with here a towering abutment 
all of red and there another all of yellow. 

" At the bottom Mows the gleaming 
green river and at the lop the dark green 
torest reaches to the canon edge, and I 
sometimes even rugged and gnarled 
pines, the vanguard Vj( the wood, ven- 
ture over the precipice to find footing 
on some ledge, or 10 hang, half-dislodged\ 
with angular dead arms reaching out into 
the mighty depths, a resting place lor 
soaring eagle or hawk. The sides of the 
canon, being not ot solid rock, but of 
crumbling, soli formation, have furnished 
plastic material for the sculpturing ot 
water and wind, which have tooled them 
into a thousand fantastic forms. One's 
eye traces out gigantic castles, huge do s ' 
forms, bird forms, titanic faces— all add 
m; to the awful tmpressiveneaa of the 



" for miles the canon stretches north 
ward from the lower falls. From numer 
oua well-guarded outlooks the spectator, 
grasping hard upon the railing lest the 
dimness of these heights unnerve bun, 
may behold a hundred varied views of 
the grandeur, looking either toward the 
falls, which seem to fill the canon end 
like a splendid white column of marble, 
or oif to the northward, where the stu- 
pendous gorge widens out. loses some ol 
its coloring, admits more of the forest, 
and finally disappears among the rugged 
mountains 

"Everywhere the view is one that 
places the seal ol awed silence upon the 
lips; it never palls, never grows old. 
One soon sees all too much of geyser and 
paint pot ; of this, never. At first the 
sensation oi savage immensity is so over 
powering that the spectator gathers only 
a confused sense of bigness and barbaric 
color ; but when he has made ihe peri 
lous descent to the canon bottom below 
the falls, when he has seen the wonder 
from every point of view, he begins to 
grasp a larger part of the whole scene, to 
lorm a picture which will remain with 
him," 

At the we»tern entrance of the park is the 
Mammoth Sot springs and hotel. Having 
seen so irany springs, this huge marvel 
possesses but slight interest to the tired 
tourist.' The government maintains a 
large garrison here where the movements 
of all the soldiers in the park are directed. 

It is a strenuous trip for the tourist 
whose time is limited and who is not 
accustomed to it There was a regularity 
about the arrangements, so we could 
manage our sleep accordingly, starting 
out at such a time in the morning and 
arriving at such a place at such a time. 
Yet, nevertheless, after five days of it, 
one feels pretty tired when the end of the 
journey is reached. It was the trip of a 
life-time, however, and we shall never re- 
gret having taken it. 



tion and saw many of the Indians about 
the railroad iUtioos. About a mile from 
the railroad was pointed out to us the 
scene of Gen. Cutler * massacre in 1876. 
A monument marks the spot where the 
brave Indian fighter met his fate 10 a 
battle in which not a white man lived to 
tell the talc. Running in a south-eastern 
direction, the. road soon crossed the 
state tine into Northern Wyoming, 
and Sheridan and other prosperous towns 
were passed. Alter dark we passed into 
Edgemood, South Dakota. Here we left 
the Rurtington system for a visit to Dead- 
wood with a day's stop at Hot Springs. 
This is a very pleaa.mily situated city 
whose claims to existence lies in the fact 
that it has a number of hot springs 
which are said to contain curative pro- 
penties beneficial to a diseased body. 
The government maintains here a sana- 
unum for disabled soldiers and a large 
building is being constructed there now. 
The government has also reserved a 
mammoth wind cave near here which has 
100 miles of beautiful underground 
scenery and said to be much larger and 
finer than the Mammoth Cave of Ken 
tucky. The principal industry, so tar at 
could be seen, was gambling, in which 
men and women took part. Like Hot 
Springs, Ark., It is wide open to all forms 
of gambling, and there appears to be no 
one in the city to protest in this other- 
wise beautiful antl dreamful place. 

Dead wood is about 100 miles from Hot 
Springs and we reached there about 
eleven o'clock at night, where Mavor Mc 
Donald was on the station platform to 
greet the party. Owing to the lateness 
of the hour most all had retired, but the 
Mayor called together enough of the 
party to make a midnight tour of the 
city. Gambling dens, opium joints, 
dance hal's, beer gardens, etc.. were 
visited. The writer knew nothing of 
this until the next morning as he was 
asleep when the train pulled into the 
city. Of course Deadwood is not the 
place it was no later than a dozen years 
ago. The churches, schools and other 
civilizing influences are doing wonders 
lor the place, so that the life of a peace- 
ably-inclined man is as safe as here in 
Winchester. The days of the Dead- 
wood coach are now matters of history. 
It is a wide open town in every sense and 
Mayor McDonald was true to his word 
when he promised the party the real 1 
thing in a mining town. The day after 
our arrival the Mayor took all who 
wished to go on a daylight visit 10 the 
gambling establishments. But for all 
this Deadwood is an up-to-date city of 
7,000 people and with Lead three miles 
away do a lot of business. The cele- 
brated Hoinestake mine was visited as 
well as several others. All kinds of 
mining investments here seem to pay and 
the cities are destined to grow as rapid as 
most ot these mining centers and invest- 
ments in real estate are being made by 
capitalists. All through this country 
gambling is run openly in the bar rooms 
and hotels and the games are licensed 
by the authorities. In some of the 
smaller places it is not uncommon to see 
a layout on the main street and a crowd 
staking their money. Every conceivable 
gambling slot machine finds its way to 
hotel corridors and streets and are liberal 
]y patronized. 

During the entire western portion of 
the trip but few Indians were seen, and 
these did not compare favorably with the 
noble red men read of in prose and poetry 
Close to Hot -Springs there is an Indian 
reservation and these dusky warriors

itinerary included a trip to the 



Black Hills Country, stopping at Billings. 
Montana. We took the Northern Pacific 
Railroad and later the Great Burlington 
route took charge ol our cars and we 
traveled across Montana and Wyoming. 
It is a barren country that the railroad 
travels here, but once irrigated as pro 
poised by the government and it will be 
one of the agricultural garden spots ol 
the west. 

The depot of the Northern Pacific is a 
very handsome building | and between 
the depot and the entrance to the 
Park is a little court in which a 
small lake has been made, the road ex- 
tending around both sides of the lake. 
We went northward to Livingston Mon- 
tana, J5 mile*, where a stop of several 
hours nad to be made. It was the junc- 
tion point with the main line of the 
Northern Pacific and the sleepers were 
leit here about eleven o'clock until they 
were picked up by an east bound train 
the nest morning at 5 o'clock. 

In our car were a half doien Southern 
editors, which the other occupants named 
the "Rough Riders." When Livingston 
was reached these editors went out to do 
the town, returning to the sleeper about 
one o'clock in the morning. They all 
agreed that Livingston was the biggest 
little town they had found in the West. It 
has a population of about 4,000, but rt is 
really a city of metropolitan pretensions, 
and a wide open city at that. All night 
saloons, dance halls and eating houses 
were runnmg everywhere and there was 
no scarcity of "hot tiroes'* in town every 
night in the week. 

At Billings, Montana, we left the 
Northern Pacific and once more struck 
the Great Burlagton system, a road that 
has been very kind and liberal in all its 
dealings with the editors. During rhe 
day we passed the Crow Indian Reserva 



visitors before whose camera he will nose 
lor two bits ( :5 cents). The money re- 
ceived, the nnble red man wraps himself 
in his blanket and majestically strides to 
the nearest barroom tor firewater The 
Indian is no longer considered a factor 
in Western civilization, and to the 
cupidity of the white man he is an easy 
victim. about as helpless as a child. In 
his forest home he may appear different, 
but modern methods' of living have 
sounded his death knell. 

One of the prettiest parts of the 
journey of over 6000 miles was the trip 
through the Black Hills, winding in and 
out along the sides of the mountains with 
the grade at times so steep lhat two 
powerful locomotives were necessary to 
haul three cars. As a whole the trip of 
three weeks from start to finish was most 
enjoyable and profitable, barring the ex- 
treme heat met with in the cities. How- 
ever, there was a longing for a little of 
New England east wind and a desire to 
get into God's Country again. Three 
days were required to reach Boston, the 
cars of the Boston & Maine Railroad 
(which by the way is one of the best 
managed systems in the country ) arriv- 
ing exactly on lime. 

Perhaps, sometime, the reader may 
have the pleasure of taking this same trip 
so we will show you the way, starting 
anew from Boston. There is no more 
accommodating railroad than the Boston 
At Maine has ever proved to be. This 
carries us to Rotterdam Junction at 
Schnectady, N. V'., where the Wabash 
railroad takes us quietly and smoothly 
over its well laid rails, and after crossing 
Canada and the St. Clair ferry to Detroit 1 
we turn in 10 our berths to dream pleas- 
antly of the past and coming experiences 1 
of our journey, while, ere morning, the 
Lake Shore railroad takes us well on to 
Chicago. After spending afternoon and 
night at Chicago we seek the L'nion 
station and find excellent accommoda- 
tions on the Burlington route, and then 
comes another day's ride, followed br a" | 
the comfort we can obtain from a sleeper, 
until the next morning we arrive at 
Omaha. If it Is as hot there as we found 
it, you will not wish to remain many days 
before you go to the b'nion station and I 
take the Union Pacific cars which, after I 
carrying you safely over 1,037 miles of 
varying landscape and through two nights 
and rather more than a whole day, (and 
you at Salt Lake City, somewhat tired, 
perhaps, by your long ride, but lullv 
satisfied with the pleasure that has at- 
tended your journey over a portion of 
this vast country. From Salt Lake cars 1 
are taken over the Oregon Short Line to 
Monida, and after coming Iromjthe Park, 1 
then the Northern Pacific, the great 1 
Burlington system the Chicago Bt North- 
western to Omaha and thence back to 
Boston.

water added to the milk the deeper the 
pencil will sink until it uppmaelies the 
notch for water, ('renin is lighter than 
water: hence If the cream ban been 
»kf mined off the pencil will uot sink so 
deep a* in whole milk, niniv what re- 
mains uficr skimming la heavier than 
whole milk. 

Although the distance between the 
notches Is small, the level in milk 
should be exactly at the second notch, 
as milk la constant In weight, and the 
failure of the pencil to sink to the 
notch should arouse suspicion.

When Mr. Albers announced Nfon- 
day that he could not accept the judge- 
ship, general surprise was occasioned. 
It wan known his ambition carried a 
wish to sit on the bench. Mr Albers 
does not deny this, and his intimate legal 
Irlends were happy when Governor 
Bates made the appointment. 

The following little s'ory. told by one 
who knows the true lacts,' explains why 
the appointment was declined. When 
Mr. Albers was appointed to call in com 
pany with Mrs. Albers on Judge Sherman 
to inquire about the assignments of the 
various judges, it was found that lor 
the coming term of the court Mr, Albers 
would spend three lounhs of his ti me 
awav from his home and family and this 
he did not wish to do 

Mr. Albers then wrote the lollowitiR 
letter to Governor Hates : 

" It is with deep regret that I find my- 
self unable to accept the position of an 
associate justice of the Superior Court, to 
which your Excellency nominated me 
last Thursday. 

" While unwilling to be a candidate or 
to take any steps looking toward my 
nomination, I have .ilways considered the 
position one of great Honor and one 
affording an opportunity for congenial 
work and distinction. 

" I have so expressed mvself to friends 
upon more than one occasion, and both 
they and your Escellency had reason to 
believe that the nomination would not be 
unacceptable to me. 

" Domestic considerations, unly re- 
cently revealed, of which your Excellency 
and my friends were natuiallv unaware, 
but which I now find it impossible to 
disregard, compel me to the conclusion 
that T must not accept." 

The Governor also received a call from 
Mr. Albers, and the letter was fully es- 
plained. 

To a Post reporter. Mr. Albers admit- 
ted that he had declined the appointment 
because it was unpleasant to Mrs. Albers. 
He did not wish to live away from his 
home for seven months.

Mrs. Ellen H. Richards, the authority 
on sanitary subjects, forecasts in The 
Outlook's educational numlier the school- 
house of the twentieth century: 

"Let us have a twentieth century school- 
house in which it will be possible to edu- 
cate a twentieth-century child, in whit h a 
well-trained, refined man or woman will 
be willing 10 teach. Why should the 
newness or the difficulty of the problem 
daunt us? What a terrible waste, not 
only of municipal money, but ol human 
energy, to keep on building impossible 
houses and then try (o remodel (hem ! 
Let us cut loose from tradition, and have 
a s< boolhouse in which the whole child 
may thrive — not only his mind, but his 
t«niy. Not only give him clean air anil 
washing facilities, but cheerful, uplifting 
surroundings and good food : for nnt the 
least of modern discoveries is that of the 
great influence of food on the bodily re- 
sistance to disease and on mental develop-, 
meut. Therefore lunch-rooms, with all 
the facilities for food, both hot and cold, 
must be included in the twentieth century 
schoolhouse. 1 believe the dav is not far 
off when the town « hools. with two sea 
sions. will provide a noon lunch, le stead 
of sending the small r htldren through wet, 
muddy streets to a home from which the 
mother may lie absent, to pick up as the v 
may such food as they find.

Quick Time of Fire Apparatua. 

After the exhibition given by 
the firemen in responding to an 
alarm from a box on Main street 
l»0 weeks ago, we think that 
the western and other portions 
ol the town are in pretty close 
lOOCh with the fire apparatus, and 
that but very little time would 
be required to reach the scene of 
i conflagration. When the hose 
Mgoa can be brought from its 
house on Sivanton •.ti cct to W alnut 
street, a distance ol nearly a mile, 
in three and one halt minutes alter 
sending in an alarm, we don't 
think there is much danger of a 
fire gaining a great deal of head- 
way because of waiting for the 
apparatus The only real draw 
back isin thttiremen not arriving at 
the' scene ol a fire- as soon as the 
apparatus, and this will always be 
the case under a call system It 
will make no difference u there 
was a fire station on the west 
Side, and a fire should occur close 
by. there will be the same diffi- 
culty in getting the men there as 
i as the apparatus 



Fire. 

Last Friday afteroooo at about two 
o'clock tbe most serious fire (hat bu 
occurred here Cor many fears look place 
at the bacoo felt milla at Mystic. Two 
thing, lending to spread the tire were 
that the horse* of tne apparatus were be- 
ing used in the »alertng carta at the lime 
the alarm was sent in and the other was 
that water had to be pumped from 
Mystic lake, thrie being no hydrants 
near the burning building. However, but 
for this latter handicap, much effective 
work could have been done in arresting 
the spread ol the flames. The fire started 
in the main structure, a twostory build 
ing, and was caused by a large machine 
on ihe second floor known as a " willow " 
becoming overheated by friction between 
bearings The flames spread lo a pile ol 
coiion waste, and as thil instantly became 
a burning mass it was but a short Mm 
belore the upper part of the building was 
enveloped in flames. The fire depart- 
ment connected with tbe mill made 
strenuous tfiorts to subdue the Mames 
but they soon found the task impossible 
so rapid did the fire spread. \V hen the 
fire department arrived Lbict Synimes 
Mkfcfct realised the serious outlook and 
immediately sent word to Medlord lor 
help, the ac'parlment of lhal city quickly 
responding. All that the firemen could 
do, however, was to give their attentmn 
principally to the surrounding buildings, 
as the task of saving the main struciure 
was impossible. 

In two wooden buildings destroyed 
were intiicate and expensive machines 
used in the process of felt making, and 
also a large amount ol wool, worth from 
fHo to Sioo per bag. The machinery 
was rendered worthless and the wool was 
desiroycd. The boiler and engine tiou>e 
suffered Ihe loss ol Ihe roof and here also 
much damage was done to the engine 
from the intense heat of the burning 
rool timbers. The walls of tins building 
being of brick, prevented ils lotal dcslruc- 
lion. It was not until late in the alter- 
noon that the all out signal sounded. 
The loss will lie quite heavy, probably 
$.'5,000, on which there i* insurance. It 
is said the Bacon brothers will rebuild 'at 
once. 

There was a hydrynt close 10 the burn I 
ing buildings, but the Dressure was so 
weak that the Meuford steamer was only 
able to gel white water from it, conse- 
quently this piece ol apparatus had to go 
lu the lake thereby losing much valu- 
able time. The water mam which sup 
plies this hydrant is only tour inches, but 
lor some reason the pressure that ought 
to come from u wan lacking. When Ihe 
steamer pulled away, a line of hose was 
attached lo the hydrant, but results were 
nnl satisfactory until the fire- had been 
nearly extinguished, when a fairly good 
stream was obtained. 
| J( onsidering the serious handicap the 
hrc-men were laboring under, it is singular 
that every building was noi wiped out. 
line of those saved was filled with wool 
of considerable value. The ground be- 
tween this and the burning buildings » a* 
covered willi water no hot thai the fire 
men were unable lo walk almut in it. 

Chief Mai. on nf Medlord received a se- 
vere injury to his left eye while he was 
directing ihe work of his men on tup of 
one of the buildings. He was driven lo 
his home, where several slilches were 
taken in a eul below the eye. Li is tented 
he will lose the sight of his eye. Hose 
man Lyons ill Winchester was also in 
jurerl by having his cheek laitl open by a 
piece ol Hying glass.
